Chicago spared in nationwide Teamsters' strike

The Chicago area apparently was spared a local 


Teamsters' strike today as truckers in Eastern cities 
began to pull their rigs off the road, starting the first 
nationwide Teamsters strike in history. 


There were indications, however, that many drivers 


would continue to work under temporary agreements, 
including truckers in the Chicago area. 


Louis Pelck, representing Chicago Teamsters Local 


705. said Chicago-area leaders have been told to line up 
agreements w-ith local employers. Another Chicago 
union official said he expected 80 per cent of the 40,000 
area truckers to work under interim agreements. 


A Teamsters official said drivers in Detroit, New 


York, and Columbus, Ohio, went on strike at 12:01 
a.m., Eastern time. There are 400,000 Teamsters affect- 
ed by the negotiations. 


As the midnight deadline approached, national union 


leaders told local union officials to negotiate their own 
contracts or "shut 'em down at midnight." 


The union negotiators also offered the trucking in- 


dustry an interim three-vear contract offer. 


The proposed offer calls for a total of $1.75 in wage 


hikes during the next three years: three cents a mile 
allowances increase; and $17-a-week hike in health, wel- 
fare and pension contributions. 


THE TAKE-IT-OR-LEAVE-IT deal offered the Truck- 


ing Employers Inc. was simple: Sign the contract or 
face a strike at 12:01 a.m. today. Pickets were sched- 


uled to be up early this morning if the interim pact w is 
not signed. 


The trucking industry's original offer was to boost the 


$7.18 to $7.33 hourly truckers' wage 85 cents during the 
next three years. In addition, over-the-road truckers 
were offered a two-cents hike to the present 18-cent- 
a-mile allowance limit during the next three years. 


The employers also originally offered an $ll-a-vveek 


increase in the current $44-a-week contribution to the 
health, welfare and pension fund. 


Labor Sec. W. J. Usery was sitting in on marathon 


negotiating sessions between the Teamsters and the 
trucking industry at the Arlington Park Hilton Hotel in 
Arlington Heights. 


HIGH HOPES FOR a settlement covering more than 


400,000 drivers and warehousemen across the country 
faded as the time grew shorter 


A Teamsters' strike — the first nationwide walkout 


by the giant union yet— could have a crippling effect on 
many segments of the nation's sputtering economy. The 
Teamsters involved haul SO per cent of the nation's 
manufactured goods. 


Even if a last-minute agreement were reached, there 


were calls for wildcat walkouts. 


Teamster officials from Pennsylvania and Oklahoma 


sa'd locals were being advised throughout the nation to 
seek a local settlement with their individual employers 
outside the master agreement. Teamsters terms were 
to remain intact.

April Fool pranks perpetuate an historic tradition

Better taste the white stuff in the 


sugar bowl before dumping a big 
spoonful 
in your morning 
coffee. 


Think twice about going through a 
week's worth of trash to find that lot- 
tery ticket a friend says is worth $1 
million. In fact, just to be safe, don't 
believe half of what anybody tells you 
all day today. 


It's April Fool's Day, beloved holi- 


day of tricksters and practical jokers 
everywhere and the bane of all the 
gullible, trusting souls who inevitably 
become their victims. 


Nobody Is quite sure how April 


Fool's Day got started, but although 
the actual origins of the holiday are

obscure, there are several interesting 
theories. 


SOME SAY IT IS derived from an- 


cient New Year festivals celebrating 
the vernal equinox and the coming of 
spring — a time when even the capri- 
cious weather plays tricks. 


In most versions, France gets the 


credit (or the blame, depending on 
how you feel about it) for designating 
April 1 as "All Fools Day." 


Apparently, the day grew out of the 


confusion 
that was created when 


France adopted the Gregorian calen- 
dar in 1582. Up until that time, the 
New Year — traditionally a time for 
gift-giving and visiting friends — had 
ended April 1. The Gregorian calen- 
dar, however, moved the holiday back 
to its current date, Jan. 1. 


A few conservative Frenchmen, so 


the story goes, refused to accept the 
new date. Others, who were just more 
forgetful that stubborn, kept showing 
up at friends' houses at the wrong 
time by mistake. Anyway, they were 
all laughed at and called (guess what) 
April Fools. 


SOME TRIVIA experts trace the be- 


ginnings of the holiday back to Bibli- 
cal times, connecting it to an incident 


in the story of Noah and the Ark. This 
version says the practice of sending 
friends on fool's errands started when 
Noah, wrongly thinking the flood had 
subsided- sent a dove out from the 
Ark on a futile search for land. 


Another religious explanation asso- 


ciates the origin of fool's errands with 
tricks played on Christ by his foes to 
mock Him. 


Still another version has its roots in 


Medieval times. According to this sto- 
ry, the holiday-can be traced to a 
time when insane asylum patients 
were released for a few hours each 
year on the first day of April. Cruel 
crowds reportedly goaded the patients 
into doing things that were impossible 
for them and then laughed while the 
poor patients struggled. 


Whatever the real story is, April 


Fool's Day has evolved into a day of 
impostors and absurdity reu'shed by 
pranksters around the world. 


In Scotland, the first of April is the 


time for "hunting the gowk" or cuck- 
oo, the symbol of fools throughout Eu- 
rope generally. 


A Frenchman tricked by a friend is 


called a Poisson d'Avril or April Fish, 
meaning one who has been easily 
caught in an April Fool's Day joke. 
The day is also popular in Italy, 
Spain, Portugal, Sweden, Germany 
and Norway. The last two countries 
celebrate with hilarity on the last day 
as well as the first day of April. 


Of all the customs associated with 


April Fool's Day, Mexico has one of 


the most unusual. South of the border, 
the day for fooling is Dec. 28. On that 
date, anyone clever enough to trick a 
friend into lending him one of his pos- 
sessions doesn't have to give it back.

The men were taken into custody in a restaurant of 
the Regency Hyatt House, Rosernont. after they allegedly sold the 
narcotics to undercover agents, Hinchy said.

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Karen Quinlan fate in dad's hands: court 


TRENTON, N.J. (UPI) - New Jer- 


sey's highest court Wednesday put the 
fate of comatose Karen Ann Quinlan 
in the hands of her father, ruling he 
has the right to find doctors willing to 
remove her 
life-seeking respirator 


and allow her to "die with dignity." 


"This was the decision we've been 


praying for from the time we entered 
the courts," said Miss Quinlan's fa- 
ther, Joseph. 


Tiie r-0 decision of the New Jersey 


Supreme Court said the respirator 
may be removed from the 22-year-old 


Miss Quinlan once family doctors and 
a hospital ethics committee agree 
there is "no reasonable possibility" of 
her recovery. 


At a news conference in Our Lady 


of Lourdes school, near their modest 
home in Roxbury, N.J., Karen's par- 
ents, both Roman Catholics, said they 
would consult with doctors Thursday. 


Quinlan said he wanted the respira- 


tor to be disconnected in the presence 
of the family and their priest in Ka- 
ren's room at St. Clare's Hospital, 
where she has lain since last April 


15th, weighing only 60 pounds. 


"We don't consider this a victory," 


said Mrs. Quinlan, her eyes filling 
with tears. "We are going to lose our 
daughter but this is the way we want 
our daughter's life to end." 


Chief Justice Richard J. Hughes, 


who wrote the opinion, said neither 
the hospital nor the doctors would be 
held liable on civil or criminal 
charges because the act would not 
constitute a homicide. 


"The evidence in this case convinces 


us that the focal point of decision 


should be the prognosis as to the rea- 
sonable possibility of return to cogni- 
tive and sapient life, as distinguished 
from the forced continuation of that 
biological 
vegetative 
existence to 


which Karen seems to be doomed," 
Hughes wrote.- 


State Attorney General William Hy- 


land said an appeal of the decision to 
the U.S. Supreme Court was unlikely. 


' ' T h e decision is highly com- 


passionate, and probably represents 
the consensus of society," Hyland 
said. New Jersey Gov. Brendan T. 


Byrne called the decision "a sound 
ruling." 


The high court's ruling overturned 


the decision earlier this year of Supe- 
rior Court Judge Robert Muir who said 
removing the respirator would be 
homicide. 


However, Hughes wrote, "we have 


no hesitancy in deciding . . . that no 
external compelling interest of the 
state could compel Karen to endure 
the unendurable, only to vegetate a 
few measurable months with no rea- 
listic possibility of returning to any 


semblance of cognitive or sapient 
life." 


The court said that if Karen could 


"miraculously" awaken today and re- 
alize she could never recover, she 
would chose to terminate her life. 


Doctors at St. Clare's who originally 


refused the parents' request to re- 
move the respirator may feel differ- 
ently now because "we assume that 
she is now even more fragile and 
nearer to death than she was then," 
the court said.

Thousands of persons were forced to 


walk or hitchhike to work. Other thou- 
sands 
rode 
in 
automobiles 
that 


clogged downtown streets during the 
Hush hours. 


Only the Bay Area Rapid Transit 


subway system, which serves a limit- 
ed area, remained in operation. 


The public library, swimming pools, 


7,00 
and recreation 
centers were 


closed. Public hospitals 
remained 


open, but without the services of 
plumbers, electricians and some other 
workers. Schools remained open, but 
attendance was down sharply because 
students were stranded by the transit 
tieup. 


The strikers ignored a court in- 


junction against the walkout. 


Police and firemen, who waged a 


strike last year, remained on the job. 


"We are gearing up for a total gen- 


eral strike," said the mayor. "It's al- 
ways a possibility." 


The mayor said if necessary 
he 


would call on the state to help provide 
"emergency services that might be 
needed." A police spokesman said 
"everything is peaceful" on the picket 
lines.

No-fault standards bill back to panel 


The Senate voted Wednesday to return to committee, and almost 


certainly kill, legislation to set mandatory federal standards for 
states to follow in implementing no-fault auto insurance. The bill, 
considered one of the most important pieces of consumer legislation 
to come before the 94th Congress, was recommitted on a 49-45 vote. 
A similar no-fault bill passed the Senate in 1974 but died for lack of 
House action. 


Area bread prices are rising 


Chicago area residents can expect to pay four to seven cents 


extra for major bread brands with recently announced price hikes 
by major bakers. The bakers of Butternut Bread said prices on 
white bread have been increased from 53 to 57 cents and 63 to 67 
cents a loaf. The bakers of Wonder Bread have ordered an increase 
of four to five cents a loaf. Industry spokesmen say bread prices in 
the area have been below national averages in the last year be- 
cause of a price drop last fall and winter, a major reason for the 
increase. 


U.N. brands S. Africa as aggressor 


The United Nations Security Council branded South Africa as an 


pggressor Wednesday night and asked it to pay full compensation 
for war damages to Angola. The vote on the resolution was 9-0 with 
five abstentions. China did not participate in the vote. Britain, 
France, the United States, Italy and Japan abstained. The resolu- 
tion also asked the Pretoria regime to return equipment and mate- 
rials taken from Angola and to respert that nation's independence. 


Task force to probe overseas U.S. payoffs 


President Ford Wednesday ordered a cabinet level task force to 


investigate overseas payoffs by U.S. firms and determine how 
much stems from corporate corruption and how much from foreign 
extortion. Suggesting some payoffs may be forced by "strong-arm 
practices" abroad. Ford said the panel, headed by Commerce Sec- 
retary Elliot Richardson, would help find where "true justice" lies 
and provide a basis for regulatory policy. 


Carter campaign headquarters burglarized 


Jimmy Carter's New York campaign headquarters were burglar- 


ized and telephone poll information and $20 in stamps stolen, police 
and campaign workers reported Wednesday. A police spokesman 
said the burglary at Carter's third-floor Fifth Ave. offices occurred 
between 5 p.m. Monday and 9 a.m. Tuesday, probably while the 
candidate for the Democratic presidential nomination was partici- 
pating In a local television debate.

Ford policies attacked by Reagan 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Ronald 


Reagan harshly attacked President 
Ford's domestic and foreign policies 
in a nationwide television address 
Wednesday night that marked a sharp 
shift in his campaign strategy for the 
Republican presidential nomination. 


Reagan said that because of Ford's 


foreign policy "our nation is in dan- 
ger, and the danger grows greater 
with each passing day." 


He also charged that Ford's claims 


of a solid economic recovery echoed 
the claims made before the 1972 elec- 
tion and added "Then the roof fell 
in." 


Reagan's ,30-minute speech, carried 


by NBC at an estimated cost of 
$100,000, was a composite of the in- 
creasingly tough attacks that the for- 
mer 
California 
governor mounted 


against Ford in recent primaries. 


The speech, however, raised no ma- 


jor new issues nor gave any indication 
of Reagan's future campaign plans. 


Reagan, a master of the television 


medium, shut down his campaign for 
a f:ill week to concentrate on the 
speech and virtually ceded next 
week's Wisconsin primary to Ford. 


"There is one problem which must 


be solved or everything else is mean- 
ingless," Reagan said. "I am speak- 
ing of the problem of our national se- 
curity. Our nation is in danger, and 
the danger grows greater with each 
passing day." 


In addition to pouncing on Ford's 


domestic and foreign policies, Reagan 
again attacked the federal govern- 
ment for taking over programs that 
belong to the states and communities. 
He specifically cited welfare, housing 
and schools. 


"Nothing has created more bitter- 


ness for example than forced busing 
to achieve racial balance," he said. 
"It was born of a hope that we could 
increase understanding and reduce 
prejudice and antagonism. 


"I'm sure that we all approved of 


that goal," he added. "But busing has 
failed to achieve that goal." 


Reagan said that inflation is the 


cause of recession and unemployment 
and added "we're not going to have 
real prosperity or recovery until we 
stop fighting the disease. 


"There's only one cause for in- 


flation — government spending more 
than government takes in," he said. 
"The cure is a balanced budget." 


On foreign policy, Reagan said: 


"We are told Washington is dropping 
the word detente but keeping the po- 
icy. But whatever it's called, the pol- 
icy is what's at fault." 


He said that "detente" would be re- 


placed — in Ford's words — with 
"peace through strength." 


"I believe in the peace of which Mr. 


Ford spoke — as much as any man," 
Reagan added. "But peace does not 
come from weakness or from retreat. 
It comes from the restoration of 
American military superiority." 


Indications point to Lebanon cease-fire 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Leftist 


S o c i a l i s t leader Kamal Jumblatt 
turned conciliatory Wednesday and 
there were growing indications a new 
cease-fire in Lebanon was in the mak- 
ing. But he dashed hopes of imme- 
diate peace by saying "nothing has 
been decided yet." 


Former Premier Saeb Salam con- 


ferred with Jumblatt earlier in the 
day and predicted that a truce was 
imminent. He was summoned to Dam- 
ascus for urgent consultations with 
Syrian President Hafez Assad and 
was expected to leave Thursday. 


The fierce fighting that has hit Bti- 


rut and the countryside for 11 months 


tapered off Wednesday to occasional 
bursts of machinegun and mortar fire. 


During the day Jumblatt hinted he 


may be willing to accept a cease-fire 
if it meant averting an invasion by 
Syria. Reports from Damascus said 
Syria had massed 17,000 troops at the 
frontier and was ready to move in and 
impose a truce if its mediation efforts 
failed. 


"The military war may have ended 


but the political war is continuing," 
Jumblatt said. The comment marked 
a significant softening in Jumblatt's 
hardline stand that the war would not 


end until Lebanon's Maronite Chris- 
tians had been decisively defeated. 


(Reports circulated in United Na- 


tions diplomatic circles that terms of 
a truce had been worked out and that 
President 
Suleiman Franjieh 
had 


agreed to resign once a new president 
is elected.) 


The United States became involved 


in the crisis for the first time Wednes- 
day when it sent Ambassador Dean 
Brown, a veteran trouble-shooter to 
Beirut. Diplomatic sources said his 
mediation efforts probably would be 
limited to talks with Syrian officials.

ruling. 


MAGNUS SAID he has received a 


permit from the Metropolitan Sani- 
tary District and has the necessary 
financing for the 132-unit project. 


The development will be one build- 


ing, four or five stories high, for per- 
sons over 52, he said. Central dining, 
recreational areas and games and 
crafts rooms will be provided for the 
residents. 


"It's more than housing. It's really 


prestige-type living for those who 
have given up their homes," Magnus 
said. 


Magnus said it has been "para- 


doxical" for the two villages to oppose 
the development because each village 
board has passed resolutons recogniz- 
ing the need for senior citizen hous- 
ing. 


"IT'S HAD THE appearance of big 


government trying to smother an indi- 
vidual," he said. 


Magnus also questioned why the 


Village of Arlington Heights con- 
tinues to oppose the development 
when it is planning a 119-unit senior 
citizens develoment with the Cook 
County Housing Authority between 
Wing and Miner streets, west of High- 
land Avenue. 


"It seems paradoxical when they 


are doing it by condemnation and the 
density will be ten times as much as 
this one," Magnus said.

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Story of 2 deaf programs: 
much progress after split

Four pairs of hands answer a tcaeh- 


er't. question in sign language. Four 
sets? of lips call out the accompanying 
word. Four deaf children learn a little 
more about getting along in a hearing 
world. 


The four are In a 13-student deaf 


educiitinn program sponsored by the 
Northwest Suburban Special Educa- 
11 o n Organization 
at 
Kensington

A few miles away in Ridge School, 


ten Ridge Ave.. Elk Grove Village, six 
other deaf children are equally busy, 
working just as hard toward the same 
goals, supervised by the same organi- 
zation, learning the same subjects. 


THE RIDGE DEAF children were 


classmates of those in Kensington un- 
til this year. The six were moved to a 
newly created program in Elk Grove 
Township Dist. 39 after a three-month 
controversy over serious inadequacies 
in the NSSEO program. 


Both schools are working to create 


programs to solve these problems. 


At Kensington, a new speech devel- 


opment teacher and principal have 
been hired. A program to teach the 
hearing children sign language has 
been expanded. 


Instead of the deaf children being 


segregated at lunch and recess, they 
are encouraged to join the other chil- 
dren Fifth graders are allowed to be 
patrol guards just like the hearing 
fifth graders. 


A GROfP HAS BEEN started so 


that parents of deaf children can dis- 
cibs their common problems. The 
Kensington PTA included the parent 
group in their activities. 


"The speech development program 


has really improved," said parent Ca- 
rol Stark, echoing other parents. "I 
can tell the difference in my son. He's 
getting about 3'j hours of speech de- 
velopment a week, where last year he 
was getting about 20 minutes." 


Many parents blamed the poor so- 


cial integration of the children on a 
'ick of leadership from the former 
administration. The new principal, 
Richard Bennett, received nothing but 
praise from parents. 


MOST p \RENTS said they are very 


pleased with the acceptance of their 
children this year by the hearing stu- 
dents. Other parents said there is 
progress only because there was no- 
where to go but up. 


Lorraine Kelly teaches sign lan- 


guage before school to 8B hearing chil- 
dren who come early because they 
want to learn it. 


OTHER PARENTS said the Ken- 


sington program has improved in 
some ways, but serious problems re- 
mam. 


The deaf program as a whole has 


only &ix girls, and three of them are 
at Ridge. Parents Marie Burks and 
Carol Bugler said the split in the pro- 
gram has limited their daughters so- 
cially by limiting their girlfriends. 


Some parents say nothing has been 


dot e about removing children who are 
both deaf and emotionally disturbed 
from the classroom. 


BENNETT SAID none of the deaf 


children 
have been diagnosed 
as 


emotionally disturbed, and he was not 
aware of any excessive disruption 
problems in the deaf classes. 


At Ridge, a whole new program was

Parents' revelations sparked split 


The deaf education program spon- 


sored by the Northwest Suburban Spe- 
cial Education Organization (NSSEO) 
split last summer after parents ex- 
posed serious inadequacies in the way 
it was operated and demanded it be 
removed from Arlington Heights Dist. 
25. 


Parents of 12 of the 19 children in 


the program 
housed in Kensington 


School in Arlington Heights signed a 
petition last May to have the program 
removed. 


Charges levied by parents included: 


Inadequate speech development pro- 
gram; placement of emotionally dis- 
turbed children in deaf classes; lack 
of correlation between the elementary 


has motivated them to want to talk. 


"Last year my son didn't even play 


with the hearing children at Kensing- 
ton, and this year at Ridge he's on the 
football team," said Nancy Ford, a 
leader in the fight to move the pro- 
gram. 


Carolyn Best said her daughter's 


speech has improved "100 per cent" 
this year and credits it to her daugh- 
ter's feeling of "total acceptance." 


"LAST YEAR my daughter said she 


hated school," Mrs. Best said. "This 
year she never complains." 


Parents said their children do not 


mist; their Kensington classmates as 
much as they feared they would. 
Irene Flagg said her son never even 
mentions his old friends anymore. 


Most of the Ridge parents remain 


bitter tosvard the Kensington program 
and insist their children will not go 
back to Kensington if the programs 
are ever reunited. 


NSSEO Director Edward McDonald 


said that he does not believe Dist. 59 
will be able to sustain a deaf educa- 
tion program after the five 10-year- 
olds now in the class move on to ju- 
nior high. 


"The prevalance of deaf children in 


that area (Dist. 59) now is extremely 
high." McDonald said. He noted that 
most of the children were born during 
the time when many pregnant women 
had German measles. 


"The parents in Dist. 59 had legiti- 


mate concerns," McDonald said. "I 
asked them to bear with us and that 
we would straighten things out. We 
have kept our promise and I hope 
they can see that." 


McDonald said if the deaf students

The Declaration of Independence is 


the historic document that proclaimed 
the birth of the United States of 
America. It told the world that the 13 
English Colonies on the eastern shores 
of America no longer wanted to be 
subjects of England's King Gcorgi 
111. Instead, they wanted the right to 
govern themselves and manage their 
own affairs. And the men that signed 
this crucial document did so at the 
risk of their lives. 


The history of the United States 


sp>ins 200 years and began on July 4, 
1776. There are those who argue that 
our country was founded before this. 
It was on this day. however, that the 
delegates of the 13 Colonies adopted 
the Declaration of Independence. 


Before the states declared their in- 


dependence, they were colonies of 
England, and as such were bound to 
obey the laws that the king of Eng- 
land imposed. Many of the colonists 
did not feel that they were being

treated fairly. And try as they might, 
they could not make their mother 
country understand how they felt. 


In June of 1776, delegates from the 


13 Colonies met to discuss the issue of 
independence. Richard Henry Lee in- 
troduced a resolution stating that the 
United Colonies should be free and in- 
dependent states. A committee was 
appointed to write a declaration of in- 
dependence. This committee asked 
Thomas jeffrrson, a young lawyer, to 
draft the declaration. 


Jefferson penned the eloquent docu- 


ment between June 11 and June 28, 
177H It is full of Jefferson's dedication 
to freedom tor all men. After a few 
minor changes, the final draft was ap- 
proved July 4, 1776. John Hancock, 
who was president of the Continental 
Congress, signed the document and 
sent it to be printed. 


The printed document was read to a 


large crowd in the Statehouse yard on 
July 8. On July 19, Congress orajred 
the document to be written in script 
on parchment paper and mandated 
that the members of Congress sign it. 


Fifty of the signers placed their 


names on this historic document on 
Aug. 2, 1776. One signed on Aug. 27, 
and four signed on Nov. 19. Thomas 
McKean, the last signer, was away 


with George Washington's army. He 
did not get a chance to affix his name 
until 1781. In all, 56 men put their 
names on the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. 


The 56 men who signed their names 


knew that they risked their lives. As 
far as England was concerned, they 
were traitors, and if they were cap- 
tured they would be treated as such. 
Many of them lost their fortunes, 
their homes, their loved ones. Five of 
them lost their lives when captured. 
Nine more died from wounds or other 
hardships of the American Revolu- 
tion

The ethics proposal put forth 


b y 
Republican gubernatorial 


candidate James R. Thompson 
represents a plan for good gov- 
ernment that is long overdue in 
Illinois. 


Thompson's plan is sweeping 


a n d 
stringent 
and appears 


rooted in his background as a 
U.S. attorney who devoted much 
attention to political corruption 
investigations. It will undoubt- 
edly cause a great hue and cry 
in Springfield and other places 
around the state where politi- 
cians gather. 


The proposal, which would re- 


quire approval by the legisla- 
ture, would outlaw such things 
as lawmakers taking their pri-

strong ethics board to enforce 
provisions of the law.

troopers, 


teachers and others who earn 
over $20,000 annually to report 
their net wonh. 


Thompson 
sensibly 
reasons 


these people have no real deci- 
sion-making power and should 
not be required to bare their pri- 
vate financial situation. 


Gov. Daniel Walker tried to do 


many of the things Thompson 


has proposed, but his fiery rela- 
tionship with the 
legislature 


doomed the plan from the begin- 
ning. Walker did create his own 
ethics board to regulate employ- 
es under his control. 


There is no way to predict 


whether the Thompson plan will 
go anywhere. Legislators prob- 
ably will kick and scream about 
being deprived of income and 
contend this makes them second 
class citizens. 


They are not and never will be 


second class citizens. But they 
are certainly a special case, be- 
cause they have been given a 
special trust by the public — a 
trust that should never be vio- 
lated and should mean going the 
extra step to insure honesty in 
Illinois government. 
This reinforced seat isn't fireproof,

We need to support 
teachers in the classroom, far education is that spark 
that passes between teacher and student. I would like to 
see us shore up the first trree grades where students 
are going to learn very basic things. We load a first 
grade teacher, where reading begins, with the same 
number c( students as we do an eighth grade teacher. 
The teacher is caught up with far too many people to 
deal with on an individual basis. So, I don't think we've 
done a very good job of teaching reading, writing and 
arithmetic. The teacher ratio should be twice as high in 
the early grades 
Should we bus to eliminate segregation? 


Busing certainly doesn't add anything to the quality 


of education. What it has done is to get the attention of 
various establishments that things aren't all right. Sev- 
eral years ago. I spoke in a midwestern city that had 
the highest pur pupil appropriation in the state. The 
district with the lowest was right next door. That's the 
kind of situatioi that's not going to be tolerated. If 
somebody had had the wit and wisdom to have up- 
graded those schools, we'd have had a viable alterna- 
tive to busing. 'Ve need to define viable alternatives. 
The court (currently) doesn't have much choice if it's 
charged with creating educational equality. 
How much federal assistance should public schools get? 


I think that the federal government ought to provide 


about one third of the financial support of public educa- 
tion and diminish the number of regulations. A great 
many of their (HEW's) innovative Title I programs 
were distorted by guidelines that took away local in- 
itiatives. I would put education where you could see it 
and get it out of HEW. And I would gradually diminish 
the number of people employed there. I'm strongly in 
favor of purling the burden on states. Historically, 
that's the best place that decisions can be made that 
reflect the attitude of the people in a particular part of 
the country, 'But) without federal aid, there's not any 
way to equalize education. That might be one of the 
reasons that most of the illiterates in the country come 
from poor states 
Should religion lir taught In public schools? 


My parents' took me to the Methodist Church from the 


time I could rememb«,r and I've been going ever since, 
I think that's where religion ought to be taught.

Whnt's wrong with American education? 


The trouble with American education is that it is no 


longer American. Education now is not merely un- 
American, it is, in many places, rapidly becoming anti- 
American. The National Education Association, the 
American Civil Liberties Union, the Corigress and final- 
ly the federal courts have combined to throw American 
education off its time-honored religir.us track and turn 
it around in a direction of atheism and materialism. I 
think the decision that a child couldn't voluntarily give 
thanks to Almighty God in school was vitally wrong and 
an invasion of the state's right to control its own 
school. 
Should we bus to eliminate segregation? 


The Supreme Court decided in 1954 that it was wrong 


for states to make race a condition for school attend- 
ance. Busing is doing precisely what the Supreme Court 
prohibited in 1954. There is a rank inconsistency in a 
court decision which requires a state to count white and 
black faces in a schoolroom when it was forbidden to do 
that; or to use race, or color, or any of those arbitrary 
things in setting up a school in the first place. School 
busing increases race consciousness and increases ten- 
sion between the races — much more so than if they 
left them alone. 
How much federal assistance should public schools get? 


Education, under the Constitution of the United 


States, and in the spirit of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, is a reserved state right and the further the 
federal government stays away from it, the better, Fed- 
eral intrusion begins with handouts. We (got along) for 
150 years without any federal aid. I don't know why 
modern conditions require the federal government to 
rush in. 
Should religion be taught in public schools? 


I suggest that the religion in the American Declara- 


tion of Independence (is) all the religion we need to 
teach in the schools. Jews, Christians, Mohammedans, 
all who believe in God, can go along with the self- 
evident truth of the Declaration of Independence. But 
they are being hidden from students in America today. 
I think it's a disgrace not to permit this document to be 
brought into schoolrooms. The Declaration of Indepen- 
dence is the irreducible minimum of theology required 
for good citizenship. Conscience is the greatest police- 
man in the world. If a child grows to maturity without 
ever having heard of the Ten Commandments of God, 
he's very, very likely to turn out to be delinquent.

Suburbs coming to grips 
with systematic planning 


SAN FKANCISCO — Plans to limit 


new housing have long been the fash- 
ion in many of California's suburban 
communities, but few have come into 
effect because building interests on 
the one hand, and groups working to 
end discrimination in housing on the 
other, have challenged their legality. 


Last 
month the Supreme 
Court 


cleared the way for such schemes by 
refusing to hear a challenge to the 
"Petaluma plan." This plan put strict 
limits on new housing in Petaluma, 40 
miles north of San Francisco. 


A do'/en years ago Petaluma was a 


quiet farm town. Now it is a city of 
40,000 people. The sudden 
growth 


overloaded the local services, and the 
new housing built to cope with the in- 
flux threatened to overwhelm the 
little place with its 19th century wood- 
en houses and remarkable iron shop- 
fronts. 


THE ALARMED residents readily 


supported the plan of its vigorous 
mayor, Helen Putnam, to limit new 
housing units to 500 a year. After a 
two-year moratorium on all building, 
they voted four to one in 1973 in favor 
of the new regulations. 


Builders and developers went to 


court to challenge the right of a com- 
munity to restrict the citizen's free- 
dom to live where he wants. They won 
in the lower court and lost on appeal. 
An impressive array of national inter- 
est groups lined up on either side. 


Concern is not limited to California. 


Many other towns and cities have 
been trying to limit their growth, with 
mixed results in the courts. Restric- 
tions in New Jersey and Pennsylvania 
were ruled out in court because they 
smacked of discrimination against 
black or working-class occupiers. 


Pctaluma's plan is considered spe- 


cial because it imposes standards for 
builders to meet if they want to share 
in the allocation of the 500 new hous- 
ing units permitted each year. Build- 
ers score "points" by submitting 
plans for houses that fit best with pub- 
lic facilities, blend unobtrusively with 
the landscape and add least to the vol- 
ume of traffic. To the considerable 
surprise of city officials, bids have 
been pouring in, some even from Brit- 
ain. 


NOW THAT THE legal path is 


clear, several California cities intend 
to put similar plans into effect. One 
town, Davis, with a large university 
population, wants to make new hous- 
ing not just more orderly but more 
equitable. Its scheme requires that at 
least a third of the limited number of 
new houses or apartments built each 
year be sold for under $35,000.

his people, "Shut 'em down at midnight if there is no 
settlement." A Teamsters' spokesman said, "Some em- 
ployers reportedly have signed interim agreements." 


As the deadline neared, truck depots in Chicago re- 


ported vehicles were coming in and going out empty — 
an indication the drivers expected a strike. 


President Ford was reported watching the negotia- 


tions closely. A Labor Dept. source said the President 
would declare a national emergency almost immediate- 
ly if the Teamsters go out and seek an 80-day cooling 
off period under the Taft-Hartley Act. 


Other sources said the President might wait three or 


four days before taking such action. 


A prolonged strike could have devastating effects. 
The Dept, of Transportation compiled some "very 


rough" figures and concluded the immediate effect in 
the trucking industry alone would be to idle 1 million 
workers and cause a loss of $300 million a week. 


IT WOULD TAKE about two weeks for the impact of 


the strike to hit the consumer with shortages of food 
and gasoline, the DOT said. The first industries to suf- 
fer, it said, would be autos and food processing and 
distribution. 


Auto industry spokesmen in Detroit said they would 


have to start shutting down almost immediately in the 
case of a full-scale strike. The steel industry and others 
would be hurt almost as soon. 


"Strikes of most any kind are always pretty difficult 


for business and industry, especially a Teamster 


strike," said W. A. Ninnes, vice president of DeSoto 
Inc., 
Des Plaines, and president of the Des Plaines 


Chamber of Commerce. 


A settlement, on the other hand, will set the pace for 


other labor negotiations coming in 1976. 


Ninnes said some companies, such as DeSoto, made 


plans for a possible Teamster strike. The use of alterna- 
tive transportation such as railroads, and stockpiling 
materials could ease the impact of a potential strike for 
a short period of time. "Beyond two weeks, it begins to 
hurt," Ninnes said. 


CONSUMER AND BUSINESS prices will be affected 


by the terms of a Teamster settlement, said Earl John- 
son, executive manager of the Arlington Heights Cham- 
ber of Commerce. Johnson said a hefty trucker settle- 
ment coule? signal another round of high inflation. 


Chicago-area jobs are at stake when Teamster con- 


:ract talks are held, said John Coulter, Chicago Assn. of 
Commerce and Industry's director of research and sta- 
tistics. He said the 1970 strike by truckers cost 100,000 
Chicago-area jobs and some $1.5 billion in local losses. 


Supermarket deliveries were not affected by the 1970 


strike. Companies hard hit by the action included 
wholesale, distribution and import companies, ome 
trucking companies permanently lost business to com- 
petitors during the strike. 


"It's difficult to tell the exact impact," said a spokes- 


man for the Illinois State Chamber of Commerce. He 
added that Chicago, a national transportation hub, is 
drastically affected by transportation industry negotia- 
tions.

Hearings on a bill to encourage le- 


lefimng of used motor oil will be 
slated in late April, said State Rep 
Daniel Pierce, D-Highland Paik 


Pierce, chairman of the House com- 


mittee on environment, energy and 
natural resouiceb, and sponsor of the 
bill, said his committee will hear tes- 
timony on the waste oil recycling 
measure 


The Waste Oil Recovety Act, HB 


2929, calls for the operation of collec- 
tion and storage centers by retailers, 
industrial opetations and other firms 
that use more than 500 gallons of oil 
per year The collection centers would 
provide a place for consumers and m- 
dustiy to dispose of used motor oil in 
an environmentally safe manner The 
collected oil could be re-refined The 
act sets fedei al standards for the test- 
ing of the recycled oil 


There are good economic and envi- 


lonmental reasons for lecyclmg oil, 
Pieice said 


"Waste oil finds it way into a sewer 


system then into a body of watei," he 
said He figures the energy savings in 
the use of the pioduct compared to 
"new oil" will make it a competitive 
product for industrial use The only 
existing local oil collection center is in 
Des Flames

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We're not traditional old folks' home 


by LEA TONKIN 


Picture a retirement housing center. If you come up 


with the image of an old folks' home easily identified by 
dilapidated rockers on the front porch, the Friendship 
Village development planned in Schaumburg may come 
as a surprise. 


"We're very strong in our belief that we're not a 


traditional old folks' home," said Ron Kilgore, market- 
ing director for Friendship Village. The planned devel- 
opment includes 640 "life-care'1 apartment units, two 
medical centers and other facilities on the Schaumburg 
Road site. Sponsored by the non-profit Evangelical Re- 
tirement Homes of Chicago Inc., the project is managed 
by Christian Home Services Inc. 


The life-care concept, as explained by Kilgore, allows 


retirees to "continue their present lifestyle and stan- 
dards, and maintain their independence and dignity. 
That's very important." In return for an endowment 
and a monthly service fee, residents can live in a 
Friendship Village apartment and use all its services as 
long as they remain. 


BUYERS SHELL OUT a 10 per cent down payment 


for the apartments. They'll pay the balance in cash on 
the move-in date. The efficiency apartments, one- and 
two-bedroom units range in price from $17,000 to 
$41,950. The first phase of the development, including a 
320-unit complex and medical center, is slated for a 
December opening. 


Monthly fees range from $259 to $399, depending on 


the size of the apartment. Services include utilities, ja- 
nitorial service, maintenance and repair, laundromats, 
security, scheduled transportation and one meal a day 
in the village dining hall. 


"We feel there's a need for this type of development 


when you get 80 per cent reservations and you haven't 
even started construction yet," Kilgore said of the first 
phase sales. A second phase of 320 apartments and an- 
other 90-bed medical center is planned. 


The real drawing card for Friendship Village resi- 


dents is the medical center, Kilgore said. Although the 
planned social activities, contemporary building design 
and other features offer a modern version of retirement 
living, many buyers indicate the security of nearby 
medical care is their primary concern. 


"THE BIG PROBLEM for retirees isn't the money. 


It's what's going to happen to them," Kilgore said. 


When a resident dies, the unit will revert back to the 


management firm. It will be re-endowed for use by a 
new retiree. Residents who decide to move will gain a 
refund for a portion of the endowment, depending on 
the length of time they lived in the village. 


Kilgore believes the concept of "life care" will even- 


tually become more popular. Provision of needed ser- 
vices and a break from the traditional segregation of 
older residents from the community will be demanded 
by the public, he said. 


"We don't want to alter a lifestyle. We want to add to 


it." 


LIFE CARE for sale: The Friendship Village devel-

Suburban home building doubles 


February 
building permits show 


suburban 
single-family home con- 


struction has more than doubled last 
year's figures. 


The Bell Federal Savings survey of 


building reports home construction in 
the suburbs jumped from 350 permits 
last February to 770 permits this Feb- 
ruary, with the figure for unincorpo- 
rated areas increasing from 72 to 245 
permits. 


This represents a 143 per cent in- 


crease throughout the Chicago metro- 
politan area, with a 98 per cent in- 


Check options carefully 
before renting apartment 


The temptation to change apart- 


ments peaks twice a year, when man- 
agers send out lease renewals in Feb- 
ruary and July. 90 days before the 
traditional May 1 and October 1 lease 
dates. 


That's when you find out whether 


and how much the landlord plans to 
raise your rent and when you begin to 
wonder where you might find greener 
pastures. 


If you're really looking for a better 


deal than you think you're getting, 
you have to examine carefully not 
just how much you are paying but 
what you are getting for your rent 
dollar. 


If you don't take the time to learn 


what's Included in your apartment 
lease, and what isn't, you may be let- 
ting yourself in for some big dis- 
appointments, advises one Chicago 
management authority. 


"Maybe that wonderful swimming 


pool, sauna, tennis court, and party 
room are available to you as a tenant 
and to your guests free of charge, and 
maybe they're not," said William D. 
Sally, vice president and general 
manager of the property management 
division of Baled & Warner Inc. 


"The same goes for cooking gas, air 


conditioning, and even hot water. You 
just can't assume that basic service 
as well as amenities come with the 
apartment. There are too many ex- 
ceptions, so it pays to investigate," he 
said. 


An ethical leasing and management 


agent will make it perfectly clear in 
the advertising, literature, lease form, 
and tenant information just what your 
monthly rent buys. 


"If anything isn't clear, feel free to 


ask the rental agent," Sally says. "He 
should have the answer and state it 
positively. If he tries to duck, you can 
expect trouble." 


A checklist of things to ask about 


when you look at apartments should 
include the following questions. 


• Who pays for the heat? It used to 


be that the landlord furnished heat to 
all apartments. But in many newer 
apartments today, electric heat is pro- 
vided, and the tenant pays the bill as 
registered on his electric meter. Some 
garden-type apartments have central 
gas or oil heating units for each 
apartment, and again, the tenant pays 
for the fuel used, 


"If you're paying for the heat, call 


the local utility and find out what the 
typical montly charge is, so you won't 
be surprised," Sally said. 


• Who pays for hot water? There 


are some apartments today which 
have individual hot water heaters, 
and the tenant pays for the fuel or 
power. 


• What about air-conditioning? If 


the apartment has window or wall 
unit air conditioners, chances are the 
tenant pays for the electricity. If the 
apartment 
is centrally air condi- 


tioned, the tenant may pay for the 
electricity used to operate the circu- 
lating fans in his apartment. Check 
this. 


• Is cooking gas .free? In some 


buildings, particularly all-gas struc- 
tures, the gas for your oven and range 
may be free, a good bonus if it is. The 
normal arrangement is to pay sepa- 
rately for cooking gas. 


• Is your electric service limited to 


your apartment? Some landlords have 
been known to tap into tenant circuits 
for hall lighting and even to operate 
mechanical equipment, such as a wa- 
ter pump. 


"The best way to check is to oper- 


ate the circuit breaker in your apart- 
ment or remove the fuses one by one 
to see if anything outside the apart- 
ment is affected," Sally said. 


• Is window-washing included? If 


so, how often are windows washed? 
If there's a charge, what is it? 


• How about parking? Whether it's 


inside or outside, parking may involve 
an extra charge of anywhere from $10 
to $50 per month. If an attendant 
parks your car, there's a tip. Ask 
about guest parking, too. 


• Will the floor be finished? In 


brand-new apartments, the floor is 
usually raw concrete, although some 
buildings put in tile. If the floor is 
unfinished, the tenant is expected to 
carpet or tile it, which may involve 
quite an expense. Don't assume that 
just because the model apartment is 
carpeted, yours will be, too. 


• Is there a charge for special dec- 


orating? How much allowance is there 
for decorating on a newnewal lease? 
Many buildings limit your choice of 
colors. If you want something differ- 
ent or if you want wallpaper, you may 
have to pay for the privilege or at 
least guarantee to restore the walls to 
their original condition 
when you 


move. 


• How much is the master TV an- 


tenna? You probably will be charged 
an installation fee plus a monthly use 
charge. 


• Is there a private bus to take ten- 


ants to and from the nearest commu- 
ter station or business district? Some 
apartment owners play up this fea- 
ture, but they may charge extra for 
it. 


• What about charges or clean up 


fees for use of recreation .and hospi- 
tality facilities? Even though you're a 
tenant, you may have to pay extra to 
use the tennis courts, swimming pool, 
party room, sauna and other facilities. 


If equipment is needed, there may be 
a charge to rent it. And even if these 
facilities 
e free to you, guests or 


relatives may have to pay. 


• Are there custodial charges? For 


example, if you find yourself locked 
out of your apartment, there may be 
a charge for the janitor to come up 
and let you in. What about charges for 
after-hours emergency repairs in your 
apartment? 


• What's the Christmas tipping cus- 


tom? You may be pressured to come 
up with a large amount. Although tip- 
ping isn't compulsory, if your building 
has many service personnel that you 
depend on, you may find that it's 
better to tip generously than to skimp. 


• What are the fees, if any, if you 


want to sublease or re-lease the apart- 
ment? Owners or agents will usually 
charge for this because of the paper- 
work involved. 


Another point to check is pets — are 


they permitted? Related to this is the 
type of resident the building wants. 
Ask about the kind of people who are 
renting, and casually observe the 
other people in the rental office. 


"You may find that a building 


which purports to be for quiet people 
is filled up with swinging 
party 


people, and they're in the apartment 
next to yours," Sally said. 


It's not that renting is that difficult, 


he said. The point is, as with every- 
thing else involving your commitment 
to a large sum of money over a year 
or more, it pays to investigate. 


"Pick a building managed by a rep- 


utable property management firm, 
and you're generally safe," he said. 
"Such a firm doesn't want to jeopard- 
ize its reputation by having unhappy 
tenants. And for this reason, the good 
firm won't represent a landlord who 
isn't on the up-and-up." 


Sally suggegsts that you should hunt 


quickly as well as carefully if your 
present lease is up for renewal. He 
explains that a lease renewal is not a 
contract' until it has been signed by 
the tenant, returned to the owner, and 
signed by him. Until this is done, the 
lease renewal can be changed or even 
withdrawn. 


The usual timetable is that the re- 


newal is mailed 90 days in advance 
and if you don't sign and return it in 
45 days your apartment is up for 
grabs, even though you technically 
still have 45 days. 


"But the more you delay signing a 


renewal the greater the risk that your 
apartment will be rented to someone 
else. So while you are scouring the 
market for the best deal in town 
somebody may decide your apartment 
is the best deal in town," Sally said.

of construction were $154,447,359, a 69 
per cent increase from $91,143,443 last 
year.

Dow up 7 points, closes 
just short of 1,000 mark

NEW YORK (UPI) — A late after- 


noon rally Wednesday pushed the Dow 
Jones industrial average to the door 
of the 1,000 level in slow trading on 
the New York Stock Exchange in the 
face of concerns over strikes at home 
and war in Lebanon. 


The Dow Industrials, an 11-point los- 


er the previous two sessions, gained 


7.32 
points to 999.45. The blue-chip av- 


erage finished the first quarter with a 
gain of 147.04 points, or 17.25 per cent 
less than the 24.6 per cent gain in the 
same period last year. 


The Dow's high for this quarter was 


reached March 24, when it closed at 
1,009.21, 


Other averages rose during the day. 


Standard & Poor's 500-stock index 
rose 0.76 to 102.77, the NYSE common 
stock index 0.37 to 54.80 and the aver- 
age price of an NYSE common share 
by 23 cents. 


THE MARKET's'breadth figures re- 


flected considerable investor uncer- 
tainty. Advances topped declines, 892 
to 345. among the 1.863 issues crossing 
the 
tape. 
But 
426 remained un- 


changed. 


Volume totaled 17,520.000 shares, 


down from the 17.930,000 traded Tues- 
day and sharply below the average of 
around 28 million shares daily in the 
first quarter. Volume for the entire

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Record of sales agreement a necessity 


The recording of an agreement ot 


sale Is an important technicality, un- 
derstood by few laymen. If the agree- 
ment allows the buyer the right to 
record, then the seller is at a dis- 
advantage. It can lead to serious con- 
sequences, as explained below. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: Is it impor- 


tant for a buyer to have the right to 
record an agreement of sale? I own a 
tz-acre parcel. The buyer, a large 
company, is offering a fair price. 
Typed m large letters on the agree- 
ment is the statement. "The seller 
.igrees that the buyer has the right to 
record the agreement at his option.'1 


To me. the statement appears unim- 
portant. The fact that this large com- 
pany is insisting on this clause must 
make it important, and therefore it 
has caused me to hesitate — NOT 
WELL VERSED IN REAL ESTATE. 


The right to record an agreement of 


sale is very important. It can serious- 
ly affect the owner's property rights. 


The right to record an agreement 


places the buyer in a very advan- 
tageous position if any disagreements 
o r 
misunderstandings arise. 
By 


recording, a "cloud is placed on the 
title." It would be almost impossible 
to sell the property until the title de- 
tect is removed. This can sometimes 
take several years of litigation. It is 
an excellent clause for the buyer, 
dgainst the be.st interests of the seller.

years my house has suddenly devel- 
oped spreading cracks in the walls 
and foundation. The whole house isn't 
cracking up — only one corner, which 
contains the kitchen. It's gotten so 
bad the doors won't close and the win- 
dows won't open any more. 


A builder I called in to look at it 


told me not to worry because it is 
only "routine settlement, aggravated 
by vibrations from the washing ma- 
chine." Shall I wait until I buy a now 
washing machine before making the 
repairs — or shall I do it now? — 
CRACKIN' UP. 


In spite of what the builder told you, 


your problem has nothing to do with 
your washing machine. The sudden 
appearance of the cracks you describe 
in the foundation and walls — after 20 
years — indicates a sudden collapse 
of ground support in the area of your 
kitchen's corner of the house. 


Before it gets worse. I suggest that 


you consult a civil engineer or an ar- 
chitect to examine the situation, for 
the footings beneath the kitchen must 
be supported. 


This job can be an expensive under- 


taking, so you may not be able to af- 
ford that new washing machine. 


DEAR Mil. MELTZER: The ex- 


terior of every house on our block is 


covered with big paint blisters. Our 
house is the worst. 


Every spring for the past four years 


By 
July, the paint blisters are back. I 
have tried every kind of paint, in- 
cluding those guaranteed not to blis- 
ter.

Drop your paint brush and begin 


looking for the cause of the problem. 
Paint blisters are almost always the 
result of entrapped moisture. 


There is probably a structural defi- 


ciency which is allowing rainwater to 
get behind and inside the walls. The 
hot sun vaporizes the moisture, result- 
ing in paint blisters. 


The water may be getting into the 


walls from improperly installed gut- 
ters. )3oor caulking, faulty downspouts 
or other reasons. If you or your neigh- 
bors can't locate the trouble, I recom- 
mend that you consult a builder. The 
trouble spots should not be hard to 
locate. 


DEAR MR. MELT/ER: I am very 


confused about condominiums and co- 
operative apartments. Can you tell 
me what the difference is? — NOT 
UP ON THINGS. 


In a condominium a person actually 


has ownership of his apartment. He 
can mortgage it, sell it, will it to his 
heirs. He can do with it anything he 
can do with any owned real estate.

poral ion owning the entire apartment 
house, rather than ownership of any 
spccilic unit or identifiable part of the 
apartment house.

state's legislative posture.

ployment insurance tax rates and 
workmen's compensation costs were 
singled out as especially detrimental 
to business' ability to function in Illi- 
nois. 


Brann said a more detailed .survey 


conducted among 76 of the state's 
largest manufacturers who employ 
208.283 persons and hold investments 
estimated at more than S7 billion, also 
showed disenchantment. 


"While their total dollar investment 


in Illinois has increased over the past 


ID years and will further increase dur- 
ing the next decade," Brann said, 
"their relative share of total capital 
investment going into Illinois had. de- 
clined and will further decline over 
the next 10 years."

As with all homes designed by

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Making ends meet In today's in- 


flation-ridden economy can be tough 
enough wlen you work with a regular 
paycheck. Managing can be doubly 
difficult when Income is irregular and 
unscheduled, Two letters asking for 
help arrived in the same mail — one 
from a self-employed couple with 20 
years' experience. 


The other states a common problem: 


"After 15 years in contracting, we 
still get ourselves overextended when 
bad weather comes and no money 
comes in." Contractors must wrestle 
with the weather as well as cash flow, 
which is the perennial problem of the 
self-employed. With industry taking 
more tune to pay its bills, a self-em- 
ployed worker can starve with thou- 
sands on the books as accounts re- 
ceivable. 


A year-ahead plan answers most 


problems with an irregular Income. 
Luck, weather, the right season or 
general economic conditions can and 
do affect the Individual's take. One In- 
surance salesman told me he took in 
$20 one month and $4,000 the next. 


WHEN YOU KNOW Income will be 


irregular, take action today to min- 
imize the impact. From studying the

with personal experience, you can 
benefit from these actions: 


Plan a full year's spending ahead. 


Project your yearly income from past 
records. If records are sketchy, pull 
yearly earnings from Income tax re- 
turns. Forecast whether the coming 
year will be better or worse than the 
average for the past three years. 
When you have adjusted yearly In- 
come from past records with your 
own forecast for the coming year, 
pick a figure in to 15 per cent less as 
your available income.

the difference will suppport a higher 
level of spending the following year. 
If earnings fall 10 to 15 per cent below 
your projection, your spending is still 
within income. And you're still solvent 
with no debt load to worry about. 


Divide the year's available income 


into monthly increments. If you pro- 
ject yearly net (after-tax) earnings of 
$12,000, plan $1,000 per month spend- 
ing. 
The figure should level off the 


high months and fill in the dips. By 
projecting a regular income each 
month, you achieve what most wage- 
earners already have — a sustainable, 
regular income. If you take a new job 
that pays direct commissions or start 
a new business, allow at least two or 
three months for cash to start flow- 
ing. 


OPERATE ON A cash basis. Charg- 


ing purchases gets enough people with 
regular incomes in trouble. For any- 
one on an irregular income, buying on 
credit can be dynamite. Invariably, as 
you are bouyed by the confidence of a 
good month, you relax spending con- 
trols and splurge a bit. You may yield 
to optimism and charge even more 
purchases, But the time lag can bring 
bills to pay when the cycle has turned 
down and cash is tight. When you owe 
only a few bills — or none at all — 
you can struggle through the dips. 


Learn to anticipate the periods of 


low inocme. If you keep good records, 
you can predict the slow months or 
seasons. When you know which part 
of the cycle you're in, you can temper 
optimism during the highs and look 
forward to better times at the lows.

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Poor living conditions., housing squeeze predicted 
Landlord warns against government rent freeze 


Wouldn't it be nice if the govern- 


ment clamped controls on apartment 
rents so that your rent wouldn't go 
any higher? 


To many apartment residents in an 


economic bind, the Idea of rent con- 
trol sounds great. But controls could 
make living conditions a great deal 
worse and would very likely aggra- 
vate a growing scarcity of rental 
apartments. 


This is the helief of William D. Sal- 


ly, vice president of Baird & Warner 
Inc. and general manager of the com- 
pany's property management division. 


"The net effect of rental controls 


would be to make it difficult If not 
impossible for owners to operate their 
buildings, and at the same time, con- 
tinue discouraging developers from 
starting now apartments," he said. 


Sally said rents have not risen ns 


fast as apartment operating expenses 
and also not as fast as other segments 
of the economy. Even in an in- 
flationary economy, rents are still a 
bargain, though tins may be hard for 
some tenants to accept 


"The last announced rent increase 


for the Chicago area averaged 5.75 
per cent on leases beginning Oct. 1, 
1975. while leases beginning last May 
1 were up an average 6.74 per cent," 
he said. 


However, according to the National 


Association of Realtors, during 1974 
maintenance and repair costs went up 
in to 15 per cent, gas and electricity 
costs were up 15 per cent, and fuel oil 
and coal jumped 57.8 per cent. 


"These are among the biggest costs 


of operating an apartment building, 
and yet apartment owners kept their 
rent increases less than the increases 
in these major expenses," Sally said. 


Looked at from the standpoint of 


wages, prices, and taxes, rents are 
lagging behind. Between the begin- 
ning of 1967 and the end of 1974, ac- 
cording to the U.S. Labor Depart- 
ment, average hourly earnings went 
up 63.3 per cent, consumer prices rose 
55.5 per cent, and taxes jumped 51.2 
per cent, while rents increased only 30 
per cent. 


"If rents had gone up as much as 


prices, an apartment renting for $180 
in 1367 would rent for $280 today," 
Sally said. "Instead, the rent has gone 
up to only $234. So the notion that 
owners have been gouging tenants is 
untrue." 


What's been keeping owners from 


raising rents as much as they could? 
Up to now. owners have hesitated be- 
cause of high vacancy rates. They 
know that if they raise rents too 
much, people will move out to less ex- 
pensive units. But the high vacancy

rate has been disappearing as fewer 
and fewer new apartment buildings 
have been built. Existing units are 
being absorbed. In the city of Chi- 
cago, the vacancy rate averages 3 per 
cent. Only in certain outlying areas, 
principally the northwest suburbs, is 
the vacancy rate as high as 7 to 12 
per cent, and that, too, is going down. 


"Unless there is some reduction in 


the expenses of owning and operating 
a building, rents wil have to move 
up," Sally said. "Today, more than 
half of property owners surveyed by 
the National Association of Realtors 
said the yields on their properties 
were less than they were a year ago. 
Far from making money, many prop- 
erty owners are breaking even or 
even losing." 


A recent article in Forbes magazine 


(Sept. 15, 1975) noted that rent con- 
trols are turning private housing into 
a utility, and decreeing that owners 
must subsidize their tenants. 


"It is a way of saying that provid- 


ing reasonably priced housing is a 
duty of the local government, but 
since the local government dare not 
tax its citizens for that purpose, the 
unfortunate landlords will have to do 
the subsidizing," Forbes wrote. 


Unfortunately, there is a limit to 


how much landlords can subsidize 
their tenants, Sally said. If controls 
make it Impossible for owners to keep 
up with expenses, the building begins 


to go into (he red. Once that happens, 
the owner begins to defer mainte- 
nance and repairs, cut services, and 
even get behind on tax payments. The 
worst that can happen Is thn1. he aban- 
dons the building. 


Sally cites New York City as a 


prime example of what can happen 
with rent controls. New York has had 
rent controls since World War II. 


Of New York's 122,000 walk-up 


apartments, 32 per cent in the poorest 
quarter of town and 15 per cent in the 
richest quarter are behind in their tax 
payments. If present trends contipue, 
New York may have to bring fore- 
closure proceedings on from 200,000 to 
250,000 housing units by June, 1977. 
That amounts to 25 per cent of New 
York's rental housing stock. 


"In Chicago, the situation could be 


just as bad, because we have many 
more walk-up buildings and most of 
these are old, requiring high mainte- 
nance and operating expenses," Sally 
said. "Rent controls could really be 
devastating in this city." 


Not only will rent controls work a 


hardship on existing buildings, but 
they'll discourage developers from 
putting up new rental buildings, Sally 
said. Multi-family housing starts were 
down 70 per cent in 1974 nationally, 
and they continue at depressed lev- 
els. In rent-controlled areas, lenders 
won't provide money for apartments 
and builders won't build them. This 


squeezes out the people rent control is 
supposed to help, people with modest 
incomes and those without down- 
payments. 


"Unless more new rental 
apart- 


ments are built, people who prefer 
and need apartments are going to be 
faced with a serious shortage in com- 


ing years," Sally said. 


National Association 
of Realtors 


President Art S. Keitch said "govern- 
mental attempts to bring inflation un- 
der control by putting capricious con- 
straints on just one major segment of 
t h e 
economy 
(rents) 
are mis- 


directed." 


While rent controls are politically 


attractive, the real effort should be 
p l a c e d 
on controlling 
inflation 


throughout the economy, Sally said. 
He said if the costs that drive up 
rents can be moderated or even re- 
versed, then rents can be held in line 
without controls.

Forest View junior Darryl Robin- 


son, the pre-meet favorite in both the 
mile and the two-mile, didn't let any- 
one down. Running with grace and 
style. Robinson maintained excellent 
position In both races and scooted to 
(lie front on the final two laps each 
time. 


Robinson ran 9:47.0 in the two-mile, 


coming from in back of Prospect's 
Mark Smith for the victory. Smith ran 
9:34 3. In the mile, Robinson fouyhl 


his way out of a logjam to beat Co- 
mint's Bill Baird, who was second.

Whippy Dip. That's what it's called. 


But more important is its texture: 
rich, smooth, and oh, so refreshingly 
cold. But then any kind oi ice cream 
suits me. 


Nicotine fits? They couldn't be 


worse. Besides, my addiction is dan- 
gerously fattening. 


I've tried will power. Mine likes ice 


cream as much as I do. What else? 
Damon. 


A hypnotherapist, Damon boasts of 


huge success with his smoking and 
weight-loss clinics for people who 
want to quit cigarets and snacking. 


AT THE CHICAGO Marriott Hotel 


last week he offered hope to weak- 
willed Chicagoans and suburbanites 
alike. Damon's promotion was cer- 
tainly enticing — "Due to Damon, 
Americans lost more than 25 tons of 
excess fat last year." And all I want 
to lose is 10 pounds. 


"Sure it will help you," he said to 


me before the evening workshop for 
overeaters. "There's one part where I 
say rich and fattening sweets and 
drinks won't appeal to you anymore. 
You're no different from the person 
who has to have six or seven Cokes a 
day," he continued. 


"I had one woman who used to bake 


two chocolate cakes, one for her fami- 
ly and one for herself. And she usual- 
ly finished hers first. Now she bakes 
only one for her family and she 
doesn't even taste the cake while 
she's mak'pg it." 


ANOTHER WOMAN told Damon 


that while she was under hypnosis, 
she envisioned a little red wagon haul- 
ing away all the pies and cakes in the 
world. 


For me that would be the same 


as envisioning Baskin-Robbins per- 
manently closing up shop. How awful1 


Yet before hypnotherapy begins to 


sound like a dieter's miracle, it must 
be put in its proper perspective. 


"Hypnosis is not a cure-all," said 


Damon. "There's nothing magical or 
mysterious about it. 


"Hypnosis is nothing more than a 


state of mind. And I merely act as a 
catalyst to set a mood to help you say 
no to yourself. Hypnosis is a shortcut, 
you might say, to the subconscious," 
continued Damon. 


"Sure someone could leave the ses- 


sion and say, Tm going to eat that 
cookie. You just watch and see if I 
don't.' I can't break your arm or 
make your blood turn green if you do. 
Hopefully you just won't want to." 


Damon took courses in hypnothera- 


py through the school of dentistry at 
Marquette 
University. 
(There are 


20,000 dentists throughout the country 
who now practice hypnosis on patients 
to relieve their anxieties and increase 
their threshold level for pain, he said. 


THERE ARE various levels of hyp- 


nosis. To help people lose weight and 
stop smoking Damon utilizes what he 
calls "controlled day dreaming." 


The person remains conscious at all 


times, but is exceedingly relaxed and 
sits quietly with eyes closed. During 
this period, Damon makes suggestions 
to help people strengthen their own 
resolve. 


It is the same basic technique that 


is used in transcendental meditation, 
he said. In fact the hypnosis continues 
for 20-25 minutes, about the same 
a m o u n t of time 
recommended 


for meditation. 


Two women in Cleveland attend a 


session whenever Damon comes to 
town. They don't need to. In the last 
seven months one has lost 139 pounds 
and the other 23. But they just enjoy 
it. 


"THEY SAY THEY feel relaxed for 


weeks afterwards. It's cheaper than 
tranquilizers." 


Damon (his last name is Reinbold 


but no one would remember it, he 
says) resides in East Lansing, Mich , 
where he is currently working on a 
proposed curriculum in hypnotherapy 
for the medical school at Michigan 
State University. 


His wife 
and business 
partner, 


Grace, travels with him and tends to 
much of the details, including watch- 
ing over the 69-cent Kresge crystal 
piece he uses in the very beginning of. 
each session' as a focal point. 


"It's not really necessary," he said. 


"It's just easier to begin that way. 
The real power of suggestion comes 
from my voice. 


"Anyone who spends 20 minutes to 


an hour driving here and spends $20 
besides ($20 for first-timers, $10 for 
repeaters) has some kind of motiva- 


tion to change. It doesn't matter if the 
reason is health, social, financial or if 
someone was just nagged into doing 
it. All that matters is that they have 
made a commitment to themselves 
not to overeat or smoke." 


Damon does neither, but he did 


once. Though excess weight has never 
been a problem for him, he formerly 
smoked three packs a day. 


"FIRST I tried quitting the hard 


way — cold turkey. I lasted a day." 


Through self-hypnosis (it took two 


tries) Damon talked himself out of 
cigarets. That was eight years ago. 
He hasn't smoked one since. 


Damon offers 
tapes for people 


unable to attend a clinic or needing a 
booster in between visits. But he 
claims that 85 per cent of the people 
who attend only one time report posi- 
tive results. Seldom is a second visit 
necessary. 


"It was primarily all women when I 


first started out," said Damon, who 
instituted group therapy sessions four 
year ago. "I guess the men were 
afraid to admit they needed help. But 
now it's almost 50-50," he said. 


THE NIGHT I attended the women 


still outnumbered the men at least 
four to one. They entered, registered 
and quietly took their seats, lopking 
around to literally size up one anoth- 
er. 


Already a meditator and tired be- 


sides, I found it easy to slip into a 
state of deep relaxation, soothing to 
listen to all the goodies I wouldn't 
miss anymore. 


It's still too early to judge the re- 


sults Ice cream? Not even a lick in 
five days — a cookie perhaps but I 
didn't enjoy it. Chocolate-covered 
coconut Easter eggs still appeal to 
me. But, all I have to do is outlast the 
holiday. 


Yet, I prepared myself. Just in case 


I never eat ice cream again, on my 
way to see Damon I stopped for a 
large, combination vanilla and choco- 
late Whippy Dip. The "last meal" you 
might say.

Marian the Librarian 


Technology won't abolish her

Automation's advancing on the li- 


brary of the future. But there's no 
sign machines will replace those kind 
souls called librarians. 


In an interview Robert Wcdgoworth, 


executive director of the American Li- 
brary Association, gave that guaran- 
tee. 


You won't, for example, walk up to a 


machine in 1990. stick in a card and 
get a printout with all the information 
of your choosing. 


Wedgeworth told of .some ways tech- 


nology will be changing libraries. 


The machines headed for the li- 


brary scene will make up a vast com- 
p u t e r 
network for exchange of 


cataloguing information and books. 


WEDGEWORTH SAID without such 


computer complexes the libraries of 
the land would not be able to expand 
their most ambitious people-to-people 
programs, 


"Machines, ideally, will free librar- 


ians to spend more time with the pub- 
lic, rather than less," he said. 


"It doesn't take a math expert to 


know that if 40,000 books are publish- 
ed a year, sooner or later no library 
is going to have room to store them 
all, nor the staff to maintain the 
stacks." 


Then there's the economic side to it. 


Many libraries already are pinched — 
and at a time when some 30 per cent 
of the adult population continues to 
use the library regularly. 


WEDGEWORTH SAID the price of 


books and periodicals has gone up by 
49 per cent in the last two years. 


"Fewer libraries will be able to af- 


ford to have every reference source," 
he said. 


"Pooling of materials will become 


the only economically feasible way to 
make all the necessary background 
material available to the public for 
recall when they want it." 


Library computer networks already 


are set up in some areas and are proj- 
ected for nationwide use. 


These speed up interlibrary loan 


programs. As a result, when you want 
material not available at your library, 
it can be requested via computer, lo- 
cated via computer and forwarded via 
computer — perhaps as a printout. 


TELEVISION IS another medium 


expected to speed information-gather- 
ing and delivery. A few libraries al- 
ready have become storehouses for 
municipal television information. 


One example: at the Natrona Coun- 


ty Library in Casper, Wyo., major lo- 
cal government events are videotaped 
and kept at the library. 


Many libraries are teaming with 


schools and colleges to produce vi- 
d e o t a p e cassettes. These include 
classes, lectures and assignments 
taped so patrons can use one or a 
series for course credit. 


Prognosticators say two-way tele- 


vision eventually will replace today's 
people-manned reference services. 


WEDGEWORTH 
SAID 
it 
would 


work this way: 


People would tune in their television 


to a cable station and "call" the li- 
brary with questions. 


The answer will be issued by com- 


puter and flashed onto the home- 
screen. 


All the technology will give the li- 


brarian of the future a chance to 
reach out more to the people who 
need a librarian's services most, ac- 
cording to Wedgeworth. 


Some already are — teaching read- 


ing, setting up adult education courses 
and planning ambitious programs that 
translate the library's 
capabilities 


into specialized services for the com- 
munity.

Government putting 


money before lives? 


"It's a choice between gambling 


with money or gambling with lives." 


Remember that quote, for it was 


made by Dr. Harry M. Meyer, direc- 
tor of the Bureau of Biologies of the 
Food and Drug Administration, in ref- 
erence to President Ford's proposed 
$135 million flu inoculation program. 


Remember that quote the next time 


the FDA agrees with the processed 
food industry that it would be too cost- 
ly to eliminate certain food additives 
suspected of affecting the nervous 
systems of children and of causing 
cancer. Remember also that it would 
be too costly for the industry even to 
label foods with the names of all addi- 
tives, colorings and flavorings for the 
benefit of people who are allergic to 
those substances. 


REMEMBER THAT quote the next 


time the Ford Administration agrees 
with the steel or copper or aufo in- 
dustries that pollution control systems 
would be too costly, even though the 
health of millions of Americans is 
being negatively affected by sulphur 
dioxide and arsenic in the air from 
the east coast to Chicago to Butte, 
Mont., and by toxic metals in Lake 
Superior and the Mississippi River. 


Remember that quote when the fed- 


eral government fails to enforce safe- 
ty standards on mining companies be- 
cause it is too costly, even though 26 
men may die in one week in one 
mine. 


And rest assured that if there were 


a constituency of people who insisted 
they had a "right" to get the flu or a 
"right" not to be inoculated, there 
would be no Ford campaign against 


the flu, just as there is no Ford cam- 
paign against the source of some 
10,000 deaths annually — the handgun.

THOUSANDS OF lives could be sav- 


ed every year if the Transportation 
Department would require air bags in 
automobiles. They haven't so far be- 
cause the auto industry says it would 
be too expensive. 


Detroit's opposition to air bags con- 


tinues in spite of the success of the 
auto makers' own tests. General Mo- 
tors has successfully installed air 
bags into small cars, disproving the 
objection that this wouldn't work. 
Ford has tested air bags in 831 cars 
more than 30 million miles without 
malfunction or accidental deployment, 
disproving that objection. 


These and other facts on air bags 


are published in the April issue of 
Consumer Reports, which is devoted 
entirely to automobiles. In addition to 
the air bag report, the magazine of- 
fers valuable information and advice 
I 


on new and used cars, how to shop 
and deal, how to get good repair 
work, and much more. 


THE 1978 BUICKS, Oldsmobiles and 


Cadillacs are offered with air bags as 
optional equipment for $315. But a 
Florida company has for three years 
been selling air bags to fit nearly all 
cars for $75. According to Consumer 
Reports, they are relatively easy to 
install, and the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration found 
the bags satisfactory in tests.

calcareous nortlc stenosis. He is 63 years old. Sometimes he has a 
sharp feeling of pain in his heart, then no more trouble. He feels 
fine except he tires out rather quickly. He is slim, does not have 
high cholesterol or any other problems. The doctor says there is 
nothing to worry about. Will you please tell me how dangerous this 
condition is? Can anything be done to help it? 


At least I can identify from your letter the anatomical area in- 


volved. The aortic valve is located at the outlet of the heart to the 
one great artery (aorta) that provides all of the blood to almost all 
of the body except the lungs. Ordinarily this valve has three leaf- 
lets. They open as the blood is ejected out of the heart and once the 
squeezing of the heart is over they snap shut, closing the area and 
preventing blood from rushing back into the heart. 


A bifid valve means a birth defect in which there are only two 


leaflets instead of three. That doesn't necessarily mean that they 
don't function properly. The other diagnosis refers to development 
of calcium-like deposits over the aortic valve with obstruction (ste- 
nosis) of the valve. 


Mild aortic stenosis or obstruction of the bifid valve that doesn't 


cause enlargement of the heart or excess work of the heart is 
compatible with a relatively long life. 


The amount of difficulty is directly related to the degree of ob- 


struction. The only way that can be told is by special X rays taken 
of the heart, and in many instances a careful study of the heart 
through cardiac catheterizations. The pressure is measured inside 
the heart and outside the heart beyond the obstruction. On the basis 
of this information and special X-ray studies one can usually tell 
how much obstruction Is present. 


IF THERE IS a major amount of obstruction, and certainly if it 


i? Indeed associated with progressive changes in the heart, ^pen 
heart surgery could be considered. In this case the diseased valve 
would be removed and an artificial valve put in its place. This is a 
serious operation, but it is done every day in major heart surgery 
centers of the nation. 


I am not sure how you know your husband has heart pain. Heart 


pain is not sharp and a better history would need to be known. For

I usually don't mention geographic localities, but I see you're 


close to Stanford University, and I would suggest that you ask your 
doctor lo refer you to the cardiac clinic there for a cardiac eval- 
uation. The nature of the disease, if mild, may not be serious, but if 
there is a major amount of obstruction I feel that a complete 
cardiac evaluation would be in order.

Hard ivater requires 


laundering 'extras' 


Dear Dorothy: I take exception to the statement that if white 


nylons and polyesters are washed separately, they will never get 
dingy or yellow. It is impossible to keep whites looking white if one 
lives where there Is an abundance of iron and other substances in 
water. Even with the most TLC, I've seen expensive white blouses 
turn yellow or gray and nothing has restored whiteness. I'm open to 
suggestions. — Margaret Rauschenberg 


Let's get it straight, simple and direct. Hard water is the bane of 


85 per cent of American homes. In laundering, it creates a "lime 
soap" that sticks to fabrics and causes discoloring. When iron is 
present, chlorine bleach adds to the trouble because it automatical- 
ly brings discoloring. Those who can afford them invest in mechani- 
cal water conditioners. Those who can't are advised to use a water- 
conditioning powder {there are three or four on the market). Where 
an excess of iron is present, an inexpensive iron filter is a "must." 


For white clothes, one general rule, is that hot water is essential 


- and tanks should be set at 160 degrees (to deliver water at 
between 140 and 160). Another general rule is sufficient soap or 
detergent and a third is adequate washing time. Hewing to these 
three rules, the<"lime soap" should dissolve and you'll have "whi- 
ter" garments.

Since Colonial times, ham has held a special 


place at the Easter table. The pork packing 
industry, importing pigs from England and 
continental Europe, flourished in both northern and 
southern colonies by the time the Declaration of 
Independence was signed.

In Colonial times, the curing and smoking of 


pork was followed by long soaking and simmering 
prior to roasting By contrast, today's cook can 
en|oy tradition vuth ease For the modern version 
of this fine meat comes boneless — packaged 
fully-cooked oi canned These hams make 
minimum demands on 'he host or hostess, yet 
yield maximum eating Satisfaction with tender. 
|uicy and flavor-packed meat. 


Canned hams, in common with other 


fully-cooked hams, need only be roasted to 140 
degrees to serve hot for the feast. Dressed for 
Easter with a glaze and topped with flowers 
fashioned with fruit, a baked ham is bright as an 
Easter bouquet To "gild the lily" for this special 
meal, surround the elegant ham with hot bacon 
pmwheels centered with tangy pieces of 
watermelon pickle 


For a dessert spectacular that's both fun and 


flavorsome, prepare ahead an Easter Orange Velvet 
Pie Chocolate marshmallow eggs, nested in tinted 
shredded coconut, top its delightfully creamy yet 
light filling in a flaky pastry crust. 


Easter Orange Velvet Pie 


package (3 ounces) orange 
flavored gelatin 
package (3 ounces) lemon 
flavored gelatin 
cups boiling water 
cup frozen orange |uice 


concentrate 


2 drops red food coloring 


1 pint dairy sour cream 


1 single baked pie shell' 
6 to 8 chocolate marshmallow 


eggs 


'.•3 cup shredded coconut 


tinted green 


Dissolve orange and lemon gelatin in boiling water. Stir in orange |uice 


concentrate and red food coloring and chill until partially congealed. Add sour 
cream and beat with electric mixer for 3 to 5 minutes or until smooth. Turn 
filling into baked pie shell. Arrange eggs in circle on top of pie. pressing lightly to 
partially submerge. Arrange coconut around edge of eggs to form nests Chill 1 
hour or until firm. Serves 6 to 8, 


Note: To tint coconut, combine water and green food coloring and toss with 
shredded coconut. 


"Single Baked Pie Shell 


1': cups Homemade Paslry Mix'' 


2 to 4 tablespoons ice water 


Add water to mix. a small amount at a time, mixing quickly and evenly until 


dough just holds in a ball. Roll to about 
]<& inch thickness and line 9-inch pie 


pan. allowing 1 inch pastry to extend over edge. Fold overhanging pastry under 
crust and crimp edge. Prick pastry with a fork. Bake in very hot oven (450 
degrees) 8 to 10 minutes. 


**Homemade Pastry Mix 


7 cups flour 
4 teaspoons salt 


1 <i cups lard for soft wheat flour or 


2 cups lard lor hard wheat flour 


Mix flour and salt well Cut lard into flour mixture with a fork or pastry 


blender until crumbs are about the size of small peas 
Cover and store in 


refrigerator until ready to use. This mixture will keep at least a month in 
refrigerator. Yield: 10 cups pastry mix 


Glazed Baked Ham — 
Tasty Bacon Garnish 


7 to 10-pound canned ham 
':• cup apple jelly 
1 jar (10 ounces) sweet pickled watermelon rind 


1 teaspoon lemon juice 


12 to 16 slices bacon 


Place ham on a rack in an open roasting pan. Insert roast meat thermometer 


so the bulb is centered in the thickest part. Do not add water. Do not cover. 
Roast in a slow oven (325 degrees) until meat thermometer registers 130 
degrees. Combine apple jelly with 1 tablespoon of syrup from watermelon rind 
and lemon juice in small sauce pan. Cook slowly, stirring until smooth. Brush 
warm glaze over ham and return to oven until thermometer registers 140 
degrees. Allow approximately 1 5 to 18 minutes per pound. Remove ham and 
turn oven up to 400 degrees'. Place bacon slices on rack in a pan (broiler pan 
may be used). Bake for 15 minutes (until almost done) Immediately wrap each 
bacon slice around a piece of watermelon rind, securing with small wooden pick, 
and bake 2 to 4 minutes. 
'Bacon can be baked in oven with the ham at 325 degrees for 20 to 25 
minutes before wrapping around rind. 


Note: To decorate ham. arrange canned apricot halves, maraschino cherries, 
slivers of lemon peel and strips of green onion on top of glazed ham to form 
flowers 5 minutes before end of cooking time. Brush fruit and stems with glaze 
and return to oven,

From a small box of chicken in 1930' 


to a lavish wine dinner today, airlines 
have placed growing importance on 
feeding their passengers. In the Chi- 
cago ccea one of the biggest passen- 
ger food services is operated by 
United Airlines. 


More than 15,000 meals and snacks 


are prepared each day In its O'Hare 
kitchens, according to Marc Mich- 
aelsoa, United's Midwest public rela- 
tions manager. 


However, not all the prepared food 


is destined for United passengers. 
"We sell to other airlines, as well as 
hospitals and restaurants," he said. 


The Marriott Hotels buy some of the 


foods made in the United kitchens — 
mainly pastries and rolls.

IN FACT, more than 40,000 dozen 


rolls are made each shift, flash-frozen 
white still warm from the ovens, he 
said. 


The success of their operation is 


credited to "having a super recipe 


and using the best available in- 
gredients," said Michaelson. 


But at least the recipe-writing is the 


product of long hours of careful plan- 
ning and work. United has test kitch- 
ens which simulate with as much ac- 
curacy as possible the flight condi-' 
tions under which its food is served. 


"Naturally, things taste a lot differ- 


ent on board than they do fresh from 
the ovens," said Michaelson. 


There is also a big difference be- 


tween cooking for a 747 and a 707, he 
said. "Food on the wide-bodied planes 
(747s and DC 7s) is cooked on board," 
said Michaelson. "On the narrow-bod- 
led crafts it is simply "kept warm." 


IN ADDITION to preparing its regu- 


lar meals, United also handles 
requests including kosher, vegetarian, 
diabetic* low cholesterol, low sodium, 
Hindu, Moslem, Oriental, soul and in- 
fant meals, he said. All passengers 
need to do is give the airline 24-hour 
notice for their preferences. 


Around 40,000 rolls are made each workshift 


About $27 million a year is budgeted 


for United kitchens to finance an ex- 
traordinary volume of food. For ex- 
ample, each year, United uses 
5,328,000 one-half pints of milk, 820,000 
pounds- of lettuce and 1,287,000 pounds 
of tomatoes. 


. From O'Hare, which is only one of 
many United kitchens in the U.S., 
5,000 pounds of coffee and a million 
miniature bottles of liquor are served 
each month. 


Besides the regularly prepared 


foods, United also fixes thematic din- 
ners. Some of the scaled-for-home rec- 
ipes from these special dinners follow.

shortening or lard. Brown meat rolls 
evenly on all sides.

Paprika is versatile spice 


One of nature's own reds is paprika. 


The more brilliant its red color, the 
better we like it for numerous cooking 
purposes. So popular is paprika that 
we consume about 24 million pounds 
of this powder annually, to million 
pounds of which are produced in Cali- 
fornia. 


The bright red of paprika is due to 


certain forms of carotene, a nutrient 
as well as a coloring matter in plants. 
While carotene was named for its car- 
roty color in dilution, it is violet in 
pure form. It occurs widely through- 
out nature in many brightly colored 
foods of plant origin. 


Once carotene has been eaten, it 


turns to vitamin A in the process of 
digestion. Paprika is also rich in vita- 


min C, but in the amounts normally 
used, the spice is not significant nutri- 
tionally. 


Paprika is sold only in the ground 


form. It comes from certain strains of 
red pepper pods — generally very 
mild and sweet, but also available in 
nippier types. Hungarians, for ex- 
ample, have traditionally preferred 
paprika with some bile. Most paprika 
used in this country comes from Spain 
and California and is of the sweet, 
highly colorful type. 


Paprika is used as a garnish and 


flavor for all kinds oC creamed and 
light-colored foods, like Welsh rarebit, 
deviled eggs, mayonnaise dressings, 
white potatoes, cauliflower, salads, 
dips, canapes, chowders.

Bicentennial inspired collector's search 


by JEANNE LESEM 


Bookseller Eleanor Lowenstein usu- 


ally isn't interested in cookbooks pub- 
lished after 1860. 


The volume that changed her mind 


is a battered copy of "The Centennial 
Cook Book and General Guide" by 
Mrs. Ella E. Myers. It is a combined 
cookbook and guide to Philadelphia 
and was published in the City of 
Brotherly Love in 1876 to com- 
memorate the nation's Centennial. 


Miss Lowenstein is the author of 


"American Cookery Books 1742-1860," 
a bibliography that she said stops at 
1860 because that year marked the 
end of an era and the beginning of the 
Civil War, after which life In America 
changed. 


Her Corner Book Shop on New York 


City's Fourth Avenue is a leading 
source for out-of-print and rare books 
about gastronomy and textiles. In an 
interview. Miss Lowenstein said her 
search for the Myers book began last 
summer, when the Smithsonian In- 
stitution sought her help in locating a 
copy that people could handle at a Bi- 
centennial exhibit. She had none in 
stock, so she advertised for it. 


JUST BEFORE Christmas, she was 


offered two copies. She turned down 
one because its title page and several 
other pages were missing. When the 
second copy arrived recently. "I 
drought it would be a pity if it were 
displayed one year at the Smithsonian 
;ind then buried. I would like to make 
it available to the public. 


A couple of publishers have ex- 


pressed interest in publishing a fac- 
simile copy of the Myers book to com- 
memorate the Bicentennial, and she is 
writing an introduction describing the 
background of the period in which the 
book first was published. 


Producing a facsimile requires tak- 


ing the original apart to photograph 
each page separately. 


"This one- is falling apart already," 


Miss Lowenstein said. "It's in very 
good condition to reproduce. The bind- 
ing is shot and the pages are loose, 
but no pages are torn and none are 
missing. 


"Rare books are becoming very 


scarce, and this would be a way of 
keeping them alive and available to 
the public." 


"THIS BOOK grows on you," she 


said, leafing through it. "It's all theo- 
ry on my part, but I think it probably 
was published as a souvenir of the 
Centennial. 


"The general guide (section) is a 


guide to Philadelphia and the Centen- 
nial, with drawings of Philadelphia 
landmarks of the time. Most of it Is 
actually a cookbook —190 pages."

The household hints include direc- 


tions for keeping fish alive without 
water for two weeks or longer. It's 
hard to believe that Mrs. Myers was 
serious when she wrote that fish could 
be preserved alive by stuffing their 
mouths with bread steeped in brandy, 
pouring a little brandy into them, and 
placing them in straw in "a moder- 
ately cool situation." 


Although her directions are skimpy, 


another sign of the times, some of her 
recipes are not only good, but also 


practicable even today. Green tomato 
pie, for example, is made with sliced 
tomatoes, sugar and ginger, grated 
lemon peel and lemon juice, baked 
under a thick crust. Another is Scotch 
apple pie sweetened with a little sug- 
ar and "half a pot of Scotch marma- 
lade" (probably orange). 


A previous owner obviously used the 


book well, pencilling comments in the 
margins. Beside one faded newspaper 
clipping about seasoning sausage, she 
had written: "too much sage entirely 
one fourth oz. to 10 Ib. be enough and 
a little less salt and pepper."

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East Coast Teamsters strike; truckers here roll on

Teamster negotiators late Wednesday told local union 


leaders to negotiate their own contracts or "shut 'em 
down by midnight." 


In a move that could sidestep the Ford Adminis- 


tration's Invitation for an 80-day cooling-off period un- 
der the Taft Hartley Act, the union negotiators also 
offered national trucking industry bargainers an inter- 
im three-year pact as the midnight deadline ap- 
proached. 


By n p.m. trucking industry negotiators had not 


reached a decision on the teamsters' interim offer. 


BUT A WALKOUT in the Chicago area apparently 


was averted about 11 p.m. when local union leaders 
said Chicago area Teamsters would try to reach inter- 


im agreements with local employers. 


Louis Peick, representing Chicago Local 705, said 


area Teamsters leaders have been told to line up agree- 
ments with local employers. 


Detroit, New York and Ohio Teamsters walked off 


their jobs at 11 p.m. Chicago time. 


Edward Feener, an official for independent union 


drivers not affiliated with the Teamsters, said a walk- 
out probably will not take place in the Chicago area 
today. 


The proposed offer calls for a total of $1.75 in wage 


hikes during the next three years; three cents a mile 
allowances increase; and $17-a-week hike in health, wel- 
fare and pension contributions. 


THE TAKE-IT-OR-LEAVE-IT deal offered the Truck- 


ing Employers Inc. was simple: Sign the contract or 


face a strike at 12:01 a.m. today. Pickets were sched- 
uled to be up early this morning if the interim pact was 
not signed. 


The trucking industry's original offer was to boost the 


$7.18 to $7 33 hourly truckers' wage 85 cents during the 
next three years. In addition, over-the-road truckers 
were offered a two-cents hike to the present 18-cent- 
a-mile allowance limit during the next three years.

Northwest • suburban communities 


ynd municipalities throughout Illinois 
are facing hard times, a situation 
which is affecting everything from 
street sweeping to possible increases 
in property taxes. 


Locally, governmental leaders are 


tightening the belt on spending — 
eliminating some programs, rejecting 
requests for personnel increases and 
limiting wage increases to about 6 per 
cent, in most cases. 


It is not a crisis, but it is becoming 


increasingly difficult for revenue to 
keep up uith the spiraling costs of op- 
erations, finance directors say. 


The common objective in the new 


fiscal year is to provide existing ser- 
vices without an increase in costs. Fi- 
nancial worry and penny-pinching is 
evident throughout the state. 


"WE'RE JUST having a hell of a 


time keeping up," said Peoria Assist- 
ant City Mgr. A. Fred Timmerman. 


Sanitation changes to save $80,000 


Des Plaines officials are consid- 


ering revisions in the city's sanitation 
department that are expected to save 
the city $80,000 to $80,000 a year. 


The revisions, which will be made 


by the end of the year, include shift- 
ing three employes to other depart- 
ments, staffing garbage trucks with 
only (wo men instead of three, elimi- 
nating one sanitation route and ex- 
panding the remaining seven. One 
garbage truck would be eliminated. 


Joseph Schwab, commissioner of 


public works, said no employes will 
be laid off as a result of the changes. 
The changes also are not expected to 
affect service or the $3 monthly gar- 
bage pickup rate residents now pay. 


CITY OFFICIALS are planning the 


changes to eliminate at least part of a 


continuing deficit in the city's sani- 
tation department. The city lost about 
$400.000 on garbage pickups in 1974 
and $370,000 in 1975. 


The city council's sanitation com- 


mittee was considering hiring private 
scavengers as a way of saving money, 
but two weeks ago officials decided to 
try to first improve the efficiency of 
the present system. 


Aldermen deferred action at the 


request of officials from the Assn. of 
Independent 
Municipal 
Employes, 


which represents the city's sanitation 
workers. City officials have met with 
union officials several times to dis- 
cuss possible changes. 


Walter Cloutier, a spokesman for 


the union, said the union will cooper- 
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"For example, we buy something 


like 500,000 gallons of gasoline a year. 
It was 20 to 22 cents a gallon several 
years ago (without tax). Now we're 
pa} ing 40 to 42 cents a gallon." 


The result in Peoria, Timmerman 


said, will be a property tax rate in- 
crease of 14 or 14'/2 cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation this year, which 
will allow the town's $19 million bud- 
get to be balanced. It also will allow 
a 7 per cent pay hike for the city's 
800 employes. 


The situation is worse in towns that 


have been hit hard by unemployment 
because when people are out of work 
they buy fewer goods and their com- 
munities get less sales tax. 


MOST NORTHWEST suburban com- 


munities have managed to balance 
their books this year, but Mount Pros- 
pect is facing a deficit of $400,000 and 
Elk Grove Village has been forced to 
make some large cuts in spending 
since last October when a deficit of 
$270,000 was projected. 


Mount Prospect Village Pres. Rob- 


ert D. Teichert Wednesday said it is 
"not a panic situation." 


"The problem is more severe in the 


minds of the people than it is in fact," 
he said. 


Tuesday night, the Mount Prospect 


Village Board voted to impose on resi- 
dents a $4 per month direct garbage 
collection charge. It is hoped the new

April Fool pranks perpetuate an historic tradition

Better taste the white stuff in the 


sugar bowl before dumping a big 
spoonful 
in your morning coffee. 


Think twice about going through a 
week's worth of trash to find that lot- 
tery ticket a friend says is worth $1 
million. In fact, just to be safe, don't 
believe half of what anybody tells you 
all day today. 


It's April Fool's Day, beloved holi- 


day of tricksters and practical jokers 
everywhere and the bane of all the 
gullible, trusting souls who inevitably 
become their victims. 


Nobody is quite sure how .April 


Fool's Day got started, but although 
the actual origins of the holiday are

obscure, there are several interesting 
theories. 


SOME SAY IT IS derived from an- 


cient New Year festivals celebrating 
the vernal equinox and the coming 6f 
spring — a time when even the capri- 
cious weather plays tricks. 


In most versions, France gets the 


credit (or the blame, depending on 
how you feel about it) for designating 
April 1 as "All Fools Day." 


Apparently, the day grew out of the 


confusion that was created when 
France adopted the Gregorian calen- 
dar in 1582. Up until that time, the 
New Year — traditionally a time for 
gift-giving and visiting friends — had 
ended April 1. The Gregorian calen- 
dar, however, moved the holiday back 
to its current date, Jan. 1. 


A few conservative Frenchmen, so 


the story goes, refused to accept the 
new date. Others, who were just more 
forgetful that stubborn, kept showing 
up at friends'' houses at the wrong 
time by mistake. Anyway, they were 
all laughed at and called (guess what) 
'April Fools. 


SOME TRIVIA experts trace the be- 


ginnings of the holiday back to Bibli- 
cal times, connecting it to an incident 


in the story of Noah and the Ark. This 
version says the practice of sending 
friends on fool's errands started when 
Noah, wrongly thinking the flood had 
subsided sent a dove out from the 
Ark on a futile search for land. 


Another religious explanation asso- 


ciates the origin of fool's errands with 
tricks played on Christ by his foes to 
mock Him. 


Still another version has its roots in 


Medieval times. According to this sto- 
ry, the holiday can be traced to a 
time when insane asylum patients 
were released for a few hours each 
year on) the first day of April. Cruel 
crowds reportedly goaded the patients 
into doing things that were impossible 
for them and then laughed while the 
poor patients struggled. 


Whatever the real story is, April 


Fool's Day has evolved into a day of 
impostors and absurdity relished by 
pranksters around the world. 


In Scotland, the first of April is the 


time for "hunting the gowk" or cuck- 
oo, the symbol of fools throughout Eu- 
rope generally. 


A Frenchman tricked by a friend is 


called a Poisson d'Avril or April Fish, 
meaning one who has been easily 
caught in an April Fool's Day joke. 
The day is also popular in Italy, 
Spain, Portugal, Sweden, Germany 
and Norway. The last two countries 
celebrate with hilarity on the last day 
as well as the first day of April. 


Of all the customs associated with 


April Fool's Day, Mexico has one of

the most unusual. South..of the border, 
the day for fooling is Dec. 28. On that 
date, anyone clever enough to trick a 
fijend into lending him one of his pos- 
sessions doesn't have to give it back.

ate with the city in its efforts to save 
money. 


"WE WANT TO BE able to compete 


with anybody that will want to take 
our jobs." he said. "We realize the 
system is inefficient and want to work 
to make it more efficient." 


Mayor Herbert H. Behrel, who sug- 


gested the city consider hiring private 
scavenger firms, said he is willing to 
wait and see if the changes in the 
sanitation department will save mon- 
ey for the city. 


"Sure, I would never want our men 


to think we would just take an arbi- 
trary attitude toward them and their 
jobs." he said. "We're going to coop- 
erate with them if they cooperate with 
us in an attempt to save money in the 
sanitation department." 


A preliminary study recently com- 


pleted by researchers at 
Columbia 


University's Graduate School of Busi- 
ness shows that private firms are 
more efficient and can save taxpayers 
money. Behrel said, however, he was 
not aware of the study last January 
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when he suggested the city consider 
hiring private scavengers. 


THE SANITATION department now 


has 30 employes, Schwab said, and 
the city plans to reduce the number to 
23 by the end of the year. He said four 
employes will retire by then, and the 
remaining employes will be placed in 
other openings in the public works de- 
partment. 


"I will not be able to do this too 


fast." he said. "I'll have to do it by 
attrition." 


The union has suggested the posi- 


tions of foremen and superintendent 
of sanitation be eliminated and that 
the employes be placed in jobs in 
which they are needed more, Schwab 
said, however, he is still considering 
the matter. 
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Teachers to mull 4no pact-no work'

Elementary 
school teachers who 


are members of the North Suburban 
Unified Bargaining Council (NSUBC) 
will meet Wednesday to complete a 
platform for teacher contract bargain- 
ing which may include teachers refus- 
ing to begin school in September if 
their contracts have not been settled. 


The bargaining coalition, associated 


with the statewide Illinois Education 
Assoc., represents about 2,400 teach- 
ers in 15 north suburban districts. 


Northwest suburban affiliates in- 


clude unions in Prospect Heights Dist. 
23, River Trails Dist. 26, Mount Pros- 
pect Dist. 57, Elk Grove Township 
Dist. 59 and the Northwest Suburban 
Special Education Organization. The 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 union 
will consider membership Friday. 


CLAIRE HYMAN, NSUBC chair- 


man, said the members will vote on a 
proposition of "no contract — no 
work," meaning that teachers whose 
contracts are not settled by Septem- 
ber would refuse to begin the school 
year until they have a contract. 


Teachers beginning the school year 


without a contract has not been un- 
common in the Northwest suburbs, 
though > bargaining usually begins in 
February or March. 


Of the member districts, Dist. 23 


settled in October; Dist. 26 signed its 
ronrract in December; Dist. 57 settled 
in September after school began; and 
Dist. 
59 .reached 
an 
llth-hour 


agreement the day before 
school 


started. NSSEO is bargaining for its 
first contract this year. Dist. 21 did 
not settle until after school began in 
September. 


Members will vote on other plat- 


form positions including negotiated 
procedures for reducing staff that pro- 
vide seniority for tenure teachers, due 
process for nontenure teachers and 
adequate rehiring procedure; cost-of- 
living raises; 


Parity, or raising elementary teach- 


ers' pay to the level of high school 
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teachers; a master contract in every 
district; a negotiated early retirement 
plan; and negotiating only one-year 
contracts with a common expiration 
date for all NSUBC members. 


METHODS FOR REDUCING teach- 


ing staffs have been of particular con- 
cern to teachers this year because of 
declining enrollment and grim finan- 
cial pictures. 


Ms. Hyman said part of the "no 


contract — no work" proposal is 
that all unions that plan to go on 
strike should go together and that 
none would return to work until they 
all do. 


However, the member unions will 


not automatically be committed to 
striking if their contracts are not 


signed by the first day of school, Ms. 
Hyman said. "Each local will make 
that decision on its own, but the point 
is that if they do decide to strike, they 
will all go together," she said. 


Ms. Hyman said if the goals are 


passed, the member unions will be 
committed to working toward them. If 
they do not meet all the goals, they 
will have to get authorization from 
the NSUBC before they can sign their 
contracts. 


All of the Northwest suburban mem- 


ber districts have contracts which ex- 
pire this year and will be negotiating 
for next year. Dist. 21 has a two-year 
contract. 


THE BARGAINING coalition was 


formed last spring to set collective 


bargaining goals for the member 
unions and to research financial back- 
grounds of school districts. 


The coalition will consider an "ac- 


tion program" for the coming year, 
including renewed investigation into 
property tax underassessments, ex- 
amining school district consolidation, 
and improving teacher fringe bene- 
fits. 


Last year the coalition charged that 


more than S50 million in under 
assessments of 18 commercial proper- 
ties in the northern suburbs were rob- 
bing schools of $4 million in tax reve- 
nue. Ms. Hyman said County Tax As- 
sessor Thomas Tully refused to meet 
with the coalition.

much progress after split

Four pairs of hands answer a teach- 


er's question In sign language. Four 
sets of lips call out the accompanying 
word. Four deaf children loam a little 
more about getting along in a hearing 
world. 


The four are in a 13-student deaf 


education program sponsored by the 
Northwest Suburban Special Educa- 
t i o n Organization at Kensington 
School, 201 S. Evanston, Arlington 
Heights. 


A few miles away in Ridge School, 


630 Ridge Ave.. Elk Grove Village, six 
other deaf children are equally busy, 
working just as hard toward the same 
goals, supervised by the same organi- 
zation, learning the same subjects. 


THE RIDGE DEAF children were 


classmates of those in Kensington un- 
til this year. The six were moved to a 
newly created program in Elk Grove 
Township Dist. 59 after a three-month 
controversy over serious inadequacies 
in the NSSEO program. 


Both schools are working to create 


programs to solve these problems. 


At Kensington, a new speech devel- 


opment teacher and principal have 
been hired. A program to teach the 
hearing children sign language has 
been expanded. 


Instead of the deaf children being 


segregated at lunch and recess, they 
are encouraged to join the other chil- 
dren. Fifth graders are allowed to be 
patrol guards just like the hearing 
fifth graders. 


A GROUP HAS BEEN Started so 


that parents of deaf children can dis- 
cuss their common problems. The 
Kensington PTA included the parent 
group in their activities. 


"The speech development program 


has really improved," said parent Ca- 
rol Stark, echoing other parents. "I 
can tell the difference in my son. He's 
getting about 3^a hours of speech de- 
velopment a week, where last year he 
was getting about 20 minutes." 


Many parents blamed the poor so- 


cial integration of the children on a 
lack of leadership from the former 
administration. The new principal, 
Richard Bennett, received nothing but 
praise from parents. 


"The school has a real leader now. 


He's In the kids' classroom often, and 
is even taking a sign language class," 
said parent Cindy Rentdorff. 


MOST PARENTS said they are very 


pleased with the acceptance of their 
children this year by the hearing stu- 
dents. Other parents said there is 
progress only because there was no- 
where to go but up. 


"The attitude of the whole school 


has Improved." said parent Robert 
Forti. "I'll never be satisfied with the 
program — it can always be better — 
but I'm satisfied that they are making 
progress." 


Lorraine Kelly teaches sign lan- 


guage before school to 88 hearing chil- 
dren who come early because they 
want to learn it. 


"There's a natural split between the 


hearing and the deaf children because 
they don't know how to communicate 
with each other," Mrs. Kelly said. 
"Now 
that the hearing kids have 


started taking sign language, I've no- 
ticed little groups of them talking and 
laughing with the deaf children." 


OTHER PARENTS said the Ken- 


sington program has improved in 
some ways, but serious problems re- 
main. 


Parents' revelations sparked split 


The deaf education program spon- 


sored by the Northwest Suburban Spe- 
cial Education Organization (NSSEO) 
split last summer after parents ex- 
posed serious inadequacies in the way 
it was operated and demanded it be 
removed from Arlington Heights Dist. 
25. 


Parents of 12 of the 19 children in 


the program housed in Kensington 
School in Arlington Heights signed a 
petition last May to have the program 
removed. 


Charges levied fay parents included: 


Inadequate speech development pro- 
gram; placement of emotionally dis- 
turbed children in deaf classes; lack 
of correlation between the elementary 


The deaf program as a whole has 


only six girls, and three of them are 
at Ridge. Parents Marie Burks and 
Carol Engler said the split in the pro- 
gram has limited their daughters so- 
cially by limiting their girlfriends. 


"There are only two girls besides 


my daughter in the program, and this 
has created some boy-girl problems," 
Mrs, Engler said. 


Some parents say nothing has been 


done about removing children who are 
both deaf and emotionally disturbed 
from the classroom. 


BENNETT SAID none of the deaf 


children have been diagnosed as 
emotionally disturbed, and he was not 
aware of any excessive disruption 
problems in the deaf classes. 


At Ridge, a whole new program was 


formed and is under NSSEO super- 
vision. Classroom teacher 
Marilyn 


Grodrian is assisted by one aide. A 
speech therapist works with the chil- 
dren every afternoon, and Ridge has 
its own learning disabilities teacher. 


The children eat lunch, have recess 


and gym class and be patrol guards 
with the hearing students. 


Ridge parents said they are very 


happy with the program and so far 
have no complaints. 


"I think the kids have been honestly 


accepted by the rest of the school," 
Mrs. Grodrian said. "The children 
aren't segregated in any school activi- 
ty unless I ask for it." 


SOME PARENTS said their chil- 


dren's speech has improved not only 
because of the new speech therapist, 
but because their children's new in- 
volvement with the hearing students 
has motivated them to want to talk. 


"Last year my son didn't even play 


with the hearing children at Kensing- 
ton, and this year at Ridge he's on the 
football team," said 'Nancy Ford, a 
leader in the fight to move the pro- 
gram. 


"My son feels like he's a part of 


everything that goes on, and it's done 
wonders for his speech," Mrs. Ford 
said. "Nobody has any idea what this 
kind of thing has done for the morale 
of these kids." 


Carolyn Best said her daughter's 


speech has improved "100 per.cent" 
this year and credits it to her daugh- 
ter's feeling of "total acceptance." 


"LAST YEAR my daughter said she 


hated school," Mrs. Best said. "This 
year she never complains." 


Parents said their children do not 


miss their Kensington classmates as 
much as they feared they would. 


and junior high programs and a lack 
of social integration of the deaf at 
Kensington. 


NSSEO Director Edward McDonald 


said some of the parents' .complaints 
were valid. 


McDonald recommended the pro- 


gram remain at Kensington because 
he said that changing the program's 
location would not solve its problems. 


When the NSSEO board voted to 


keep the program at Kensington, the 
Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 Board of 
Education decided to offer an alterna- 
tive deaf education program for the 
six deaf children within its bound- 
aries. 
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Irene Flagg said her son never even 
mentions his old friends anymore. 


"Now he plays more with the kids 


in the neighborhood than he did be- 
fore," Mrs. Flagg said. "Last year he 
was apprehensive about playing with 
the hearing kids because he hadn't 
had any exposure to them for two 
years. I feel like his whole life has 
changed." 


Most of the Ridge parents remain 


bitter toward the Kensington program 
and insist their children will not go 
back to Kensington if the programs 
are ever reunited. 


"I WOULD SEND my daughter to a 


regular school with an interpreter" 
rather than send her to Kensington, 
Mrs. Best said. 


NSSEO Director Edward McDonald 


said that he does not believe Dist. 59 
will be able to sustain a deaf educa- 
tion program after the five 10-year- 
olds now in the class move on to ju- 
nior high. 


"The prevalance of deaf children in 


that area (Dist. 59) now is extremely 
high," McDonald said. He noted that 
most of the children were born during 
the time when many pregnant women 
had German measles. 


"The parents in Dist. 59 had legiti- 


mate concerns," McDonald said. "I 
asked them to bear with us and that 
we would straighten things out. We 
have kept our promise and I hope 
they can see that." 


McDonald said if the deaf students 


were brought back together NSSEO 
would be able to provide a "more di- 
versified program." 


THE RIDGE PARENTS said they 


never intended to split the program — 
they wanted the entire class removed 
from Kensington. But even though the • 
program split, parents from both 
schools say their action focused atten- 
tion on the program's inadequacies. 


"It was very beneficial that the par- 


ents' group was so vocal," Mrs. 
Rentdorff said. "You don't get a sec- 
ond chance to give our kids language 
development and self-confidence. 


"You 
don't have to worry about 


hearing kids who automatically get 
the best education a district can pro- 
vide. But for my son, who really 
needs these extra things, they weren't 
there," she said. 


"We're going to have to take a wait- 


and-see attitude," Mrs. Rentdorff 
said. "I know there's going to be mis- 
takes made, but this time I think it 
will all work out."

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East Coast Teamsters strike; truckers here roll on

Teamster negotiators late Wednesday told local union 


leaders to negotiate their own contracts or "shut 'era 
down by midnight." 


In a move that could sidestep the Ford Adminis- 


tration's invitation for an 80-day coollng-off period un- 
der the Taft Hartley Act, the union negotiators also 
ottered national trucking industry bargainers an inter- 
im three-year pact as the midnight deadline ap- 
proached. 


By 11 p.m. trucking industry negotiators had' not 


reached a decision on the teamsters' interim offer. 


BUT A WALKOUT in the Chicago area apparently 


was averted about 11 p.m. when local union leaders 
said Chicago area Teamsters would try to reach inter- 


im agreements with local employers. 


Louis Peick, representing Chicago Local 705, said1 


area Teamsters leaders have been told to line up agree-. 
ments with local employers. 


Detroit, New York and Ohio Teamsters walked off 


their jobs at tl p.m. Chicago time. 


Edward Feener, an official for independent union 


drivers not affiliated with the Teamsters, said a walk- 
out probably will not take place in the Chicago area 
today. 


The proposed offer calls for a total of $1.75 in wage 


hikes during the next three years; three cents a mile 
allowances increase; and $17-a-week hike in health, wel- 
fare and pension contributions. 


THE TAKE-IT-OR-LEAVE-IT deal offered the Truck- 


ing Employers Inc. was simple: Sign the contract or 


lace a strike at 12:01 a.m. today Pickets were sched- 
uled to be up early this morning if the interim pact was 
not signed. 


The trucking industry's original offer was to boost the 


S7 18 to $7.33 hourly truckers' wage 85 cents during the 
next three years. In addition, over-the-road truckers 
were offered a two-cents hike to the present 18-cent- 
a-mile allowance limit during the next three years. 


The employers also originally offered an $ll-a-weck 


increase in the current $44-a-weelc contribution to the 
health, welfare and pension fund. 


Labor Sec. W. J. Uscry was silting in on marathon 


negotiating sessions between the Teamsters and the 
trucking industry at the Arlington Park Hilton Hotel in 
Arlington Heights.

A Teamsters' strike — the first nationwide walkout

The 
Teamsters involved haul 60 per cent of the nation's 
manufactured goods. 


Even if a last-minute agreement were reached, there 


were calls for wildcat walkouts.

In many communities 
Money mayhem 
statewide dilemma

Northwest suburban communities 


and municipalities throughout Illinois 
are facing hard times, a situation 
which is affecting everything from 
street sweeping to possible increases 
in property taxes. 


Locally, governmental leaders are 


tightening the belt on spending — 
eliminating some programs, rejecting 
requests for personnel Increases and 
limiting wage increases to about 6 per 
cent, in most cases. 


It is not a crisis, but it is becoming 


increasingly difficult for revenue to 
keep up with the spiraling costs of op- 
erations, finance directors say. 


The common objective in the new 


fiscal year is to provide existing ser- 
vices without an increase in costs. Fi- 
nancial worry and penny-pinching is 
evident throughout the state. 


'"WE'RE JUST having a hell of a 


time keeping up," said Peoria Assist- 
ant City Mgr. A. Fred Timmerman. 


Coles doubts private streets annex 


Wheeling Trustee John C. Cole said 


he doesn't see "any way the village 
will agree to annex" for maintenance 
purposes all the private streets in 
townhouM! and condominium devel- 
opments.

April Fool pranks perpetuate an historic tradition

Better taste the white stuff in the 


sugar bowl before dumping a big 
spoonful 
in your morning 
coffee. 


Think twice about going through a 
week's worth of trash to find that lot- 
tery ticket a friend says is worth $1 
million. In fact, just to be safe, don't 
believe half of what anybody tells you 
all day today. 


It's April Fool's Day, beloved holi- 


day of tricksters and practical jokers 
everywhere and the bane of all the 
gullible, trusting souls who inevitably 
become their victims. 


Nobody is quite sure bow April 


Fool's Day got started, but although 
the actual origins of the holiday are

obscure, there are several interesting 
theories. 


SOME SAY IT IS derived from an- 


cient New Year festivals celebrating 
the vernal equinox and' the coming of 
spring — a time when even the capri- 
cious weather plays tricks. 


In most versions, France gets the 


credit (or the blame, depending on 
how you feel about it) for designating 
April 1 as "All Fools Day." 


Apparently, the day grew out of the 


confusion that was created 
when 


France adopted the Gregorian calen- 
dar in 1582. Up until that time, the 
New Year — traditionally a time for 
gift-giving and visiting friends — had 
ended April 1. The Gregorian calen- 
dar, however, moved the holiday back 
to its current date, Jan. 1. 


A few conservative Frenchmen, so 


the story goes, refused to accept the 
new date. Others, who were just more 
forgetful that stubborn, kept showing 
up at friends' houses at the wrong 
time by mistake. Anyway, they were 
all laughed at and'called (guess what) 
April Fools. 


SOME TRIVIA experts trace the be- 


ginnings of the holiday back to Bibli- 
cal times, connecting it to an incident 


in the story ol Noah and the Ark. This 
version says the practice of sending 
friends on fool's errands started when 
Noah, wrongly thinking the flood hat) 
subsided' sent a dove out from the 
Ark on a futile search for land. 


Another religious explanation asso- 


ciates Hie origin of Cool's errands with 
tricks played on Christ by his foes to 
mock Him. 


Still another version has its roots in 


Medieval times. According to this slo- 
ty. the holiday can be traced to a 
time when insane asylum patients 
were released lor a few hours each 
year on the first day of April. Cruel 
crowds reportedly goaded the patients 
into doing things that were impossible 
for them and then laughed while the 
poor patients struggled. 


Whatever the real story is, April 


Fool's Day has evolved into a day of 
impostors and absurdity relished by 
pranksters around the world. 


In Scotland, the first of April is the 


time for "hunting the gowk" or cuck- 
oo, the symbol of fools throughout Eu- 
rope generally. 


A Frenchman tricked by a friend is 


called a Poisson d'Avril or April Fish, 
meaning one who has been easily 
caught in an April Fool's Day joKe. 
The day is also popular in Italy, 
Spain, Portugal, Sweden, Germany 
and Norway. The last two countries 
celebrate with hilarity on the last day 
as well as the first day of April. 


Of all the customs associated with 


April Fool's Day, Mexico has one of 


, 


the most unusual. South of the border, 
the day for fooling is Dec. 28. On that 
date, anyone clever enough to trick a 
friend into lending him one of his pos- 
sessions doesn't have to give it back.

Teachers to mull 'no pact-no work'

Elementary school teachers who 


are members of the North Suburban 
Unified Bargaining Council (NSUBC) 
will meet Wednesday to complete a 
platform for teacher contract bargain- 
ing which may include teachers refus- 
ing to begin school in September if 
their contracts have not been settled 


The bargaining coalition, associated 


with the statewide Illinois Education 
Assoc., represents about 2,400 teach- 
ers in 15 north suburban districts. 


Northwest suburban affiliates in- 


clude unions in Prospect Heights Dist. 
23, River Trails Dist. 26, Mount Pros- 
pect Dist 57, Elk Grove Township 
Dist. 59 and the Northwest Suburban 
Special Education Organization. The 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist 21 union 
will consider membership Friday 


CLAIRE IIYMAN, NSUBC chair- 


man, said the members will vote on a 
proposition of "no contract — no 
work," meaning that teachers whose 
contracts are not settled by Septem- 
ber would refuse to begin the school 
year until they have a contract. 


Teachers beginning the school year 


without a contract has not been un- 
common in the Northwest suburbs, 
though bargaining usually begins in 
February or March. 


Of the member districts, Dist. 23 


settled in October; Dist. 26 signed its 
contract in December; Dist. 57 settled 
in September after school began; and 
Dist. 
59 
reached 
an 
llth-hour 


agreement 
the day before school 


started. NSSEO is bargaining for its 
first contract this year. Dist. 21 did 
not settle until after school began in 
September. 


Members will vote on other plat- 


form positions including negotiated 
procedures for reducing staff that pro- 
vide seniority for tenure teachers, due 
process for nontenure teachers and 
adequate rehiring procedure; cost-of- 
living raises;

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teachers; a master contract in every 
district; a negotiated early retirement 
plan; and negotiating only one-year 
contracts with a common expiration 
date for all NSUBC members. 


METHODS FOR REDUCING teach- 


ing staffs have been of particular con- 
cern to teachers this year because of 
declining enrollment and grim finan- 
cial pictures. 


Ms. Hyman said part of the "no 


contract — no work" proposal is 
that all unions that plan to go on 
strike should go together and that 
none would return to work1 until they 
all do. 


However, the member unions will 


not automatically be committed to 
striking if their contracts are not 


signed by the first day of school, Ms. 
Hyman said. "Each local will make 
that decision on its own, but the point 
is that if they do decide to strike, they 
will all go together," she said 


Ms. Hyman said if the goals are 


passed, the member unions will be 
committed to working toward them If 
they do not meet all the goals, they 
will have to get authorization from 
the NSUBC before they can sign their 
contracts. 


All of the Northwest suburban mem- 


ber districts have contracts which ex- 
pire this year and will be negotiating 
for next year.

THE BARGAINING coalition was 


formed last spring to set collective 


bargaining goals for the member 
unions and to research financial back- 
grounds of school districts 


The coalition will consider an 
"ac- 


tion program" for the coming year, 
including renewed investigation into 
property tax underassessments, ex- 
amining school district consolidation, 
and improving teacher fringe bene- 
fits. 


Last year the coalition charged that 


more than $50 million in under 
assessments of 18 commercial proper- 
ties in the northern suburbs were rob- 
bing schools of $4 million in tax reve- 
nue Ms Hyman said County Tax As- 
sessor Thomas Tully refused to meet 
with the coalition.

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Story of 2 deaf programs: 
much progress after split

Four pairs of hands answer a teach- 


er's question tn sign language. Four 
sets of lips call out the accompanying 
word. Four deaf children learn a little 
more about getting along in a hearing 
world. 


The four are in a 13-student deaf 


education program sponsored by the 
Northwest Suburban Special Ecluca- 
11 on 
Organization 
at Kensington 


School. 201 S. Evanston, Arlington 
Heights. 


A few miles away in Ridge School, 


6So Ridge Ave., Elk Grove Village, six 
other deaf children are equally busy, 
working just as hard toward the same 
goals, supervised by the same organi- 
zation, learning the same subjects. 


THE RIDGE DEAF children were 


classmates of those in Kensington un- 
til this year. The six were moved to a 
newly created program in Elk Grove 
Tnvnship Dist. 59 after a three-month 
controversy over serious inadequacies 
in the NSSEO program. 


Both schools are working to create 


programs to solve these problems. 


At Kensington, a new speech devel- 


opment teacher and principal have 
been hired. A program to teach the 
hearing children sign language has 
been expanded. 


Instead of the deaf children being 


segregated at lunch and recess, they 
are encouraged to join the other chil- 
dren. Fifth graders are allowed to be 
patrol guards just like the hearing 
fifth graders, 


A GROUP MAS BEEN started so 


that parents of deaf children can dis- 
cuss their common problems. The 
Kensington PTA included the parent 
group in their activities. 


"The speech development program 


has really improved," said parent Ca- 
rol Stark, echoing other parents. "I 
can tell the difference in my son. He's 
getting about 3'i hours of speech de- 
velopment a week, where last year he 
was getting about 20 minutes." 


Many parents blamed the poor so- 


cial integration of the children on a 
lack of leadership from the former 
administration. The new principal, 
Richard Bennett, received nothing but 
praise from parents. 


"The school has a real leader now. 


He's in the kids' classroom often, and 
is even taking a sign language class," 
said parent Cindy Rentdorff. 


MOST PARENTS said they are very 


pleased with the acceptance of their 
children this year by the hearing stu- 
dents. Other parents said there is 
progress only because there was no- 
where to go but up. 


"The attitude of the whole school 


• has improved," said parent Robert 


Forti. "I'll never be satisfied with the 
program — it can always be better — 
but I'm satisfied that they are making 
progress." 


Lorraine Kelly teaches sign lan- 


guage before school to 88 hearing chil- 
dren who come early because they 
want to learn it. 


"There's a natural split between the 


hearing and the deaf children because 
they don't know how to communicate 
with each other," Mrs. Kelly said. 
"Now that the hearing kids have 
started taking sign language, I've no- 
ticed little groups of them talking and 
laughing with the deaf children." 


OTHER PARENTS said the Ken- 


sington program has improved in 
some ways, but serious problems re- 
main. 


Parents' revelations sparked split 


The deaf education program spon- 


sored by the Northwest Suburban Spe- 
cial Education Organization (NSSEO) 
split last summer after parents ex- 
posed serious inadequacies in the way 
it was operated and demanded it be 
removed from Arlington Heights Dist. 
25. 


Parents of 12 of the 19 children in 


the program housed in Kensington 
School in Arlington Heights signed a 
petition last May to have the program 
removed. 


Charges levied by parents included: 


Inadequate speech development pro- 
gram; placement of emotionally dis- 
turbed children in deaf classes; lack 
of correlation between the elementary 


The deaf program as a whole has 


only six girls, and three of them arc 
at Ridge. Parents Marie Burks and 
Carol Engler said the split in the pro- 
gram has limited their daughters so- 
cially by limiting their girlfriends. 


"There are only two girls besides 


my daughter in the program, and this 
has created some boy-girl problems," 
Mrs. Engler said. 


Some parents say .nothing has been 


done about removing children who are 
both deaf and emotionally disturbed 
from the classroom. 


BENNETT SAID none of the deal' 


children have been diagnosed as 
emotionally disturbed, and he was not 
aware of any excessive disruption 
problems in the deaf classes. 


At Ridge, a whole new program was 


formed and is under NSSEO super- 
vision. Classroom teacher Marilyn 
Grodrian is assisted by one aide. A 
speech therapist works with the chil- 
dren every afternoon, and Ridge lias 
its own learning disabilities teacher. 


The children eat lunch, have recess 


and gym cluss and be patrol guards 
with the hearing students. 


Ridge parents said they are very 


happy with the program and so far 
have no complaints. 


"I think the kids have been honestly 


accepted by the rest of the school." 
Mrs. Grodrian said. "The children 
aren't segregated in any school activi- 
ty unless I ask for it." 


SOME PARENTS said their chil- 


dren's speech has improved not only 
because of the new speech therapist, 
but because their children's new in- 
volvement with the hearing students 
has motivated them to want to talk. 


"Last year my son didn't even play 


with the hearing children at Kensing- 
ton, and this year at Ridge he's on the 
football team," said Nancy Ford, a 
leader in the fight to move the pro- 
gram. 


"My son feels like he's a part of 


everything that goes on, and it's done 
wonders for his speech," Mrs. Ford 
said. "Nobody has any idea what this 
kind of thing has done for the morale 
of these kids." 


Carolyn Best said her daughter's 


speech has improved "100 per cent" 
this year and credits it to her daugh- 
ter's feeling of "total acceptance.'1 


"LAST YEAR my daughter said she 


hated school," Mrs. Best said. "This 
year she never complains." 


Parents said their children do not 


miss their Kensington classmates as 
much as they feared they would. 


and junior high programs and a lack 
of social integration of the deaf at 
Kensington. 


NSSEO Director Edward McDonald 


said some of the parents' complaints 
were valid. 


McDonald recommended the pro- 


gram remain at Kensington because 
he said that changing the program's 
location would not solve its problems. 


When the NSSEO board voted to 


keep the program at Kensington, the 
Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 Board of 
Education decided to offer an alterna- 
tive deaf education program for the 
six deaf children within its bound- 
aries. 


Irene Flagg said her son never even 
mentions his old friends anymore. 


"Now he plays more with the kids 


in the neighborhood than he did be- 
fore," Mrs. Flagg said. "Last year he 
was apprehensive about playing with 
the hearing kids because he hadn't 
had any exposure to 
I hem for two 


years. I feel like his whole life has 
changed." 


Most of the Ridge parents remain 


hitler toward the Kensington program 
and insist their children will not go 
back to Kensington if the programs 
are ever reunited. 


"I WOULD SEND my daughter to a 


regular school with an interpreter" 
rather than send her to Kensington, 
Mrs. Best said. 


NSSEO Director Edward McDonald 


said that he does not believe Dist. 59 
will be able to sustain a deaf educa- 
tion program after the five 10-year- 
olds now in the class move on to ju- 
nior high. 


"The prcvalance of deaf children in 


that area (Dist. 59) now is extremely 
high," McDonald said. He noted that 
most of the children were born during 
the time when many pregnant women 
had German measles. 


"The parents in Dist. 59 had legiti- 


mate concerns," McDonald said. "I 
asked them to hear with us and that 
we would straighten things out. We 
have kept our promise and I hope 
they can see that." 


McDonald said if the deaf students 


were brought back together NSSEO 
would be able to provide a "more di- 
versified program." 


THE RIDGE PARENTS said they 


never intended to split the program — 
they wanted the entire class removed 
from Kensington. Bui even though the 
program split, parents from 
both 


schools say Ihcir action focused atten- 
tion on Hie program's inadequacies. 


"II was very beneficial that the par- 


ents' group was So vocal," Mrs. 
Rentdorff said. "You don't get a sec- 
ond chance lo give our kids language 
development and self-confidence. 


"You 
don't have to worry about 


hearing kids who automatically get 
the best education a district can pro- 
vide. Bui for my son, who really 
needs these extra things, they weren't 
there," she said. 


"We're going to have lo lake a wait-

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Chicago spared in nationwide Teamsters' strike

The Chicago area apparently was spared a local 


Teamsters' strike today as truckers in Eastern cities 
began to pull their rigs off the road, stalling the first 
nationwide Teamsters strike in history. 


There were indications, however, that many drivers 


would continue to work under temporary agreements, 
including truckers in the Chicago area. 


Louis Pelck, representing Chicago Teamsters Local 


703, said Chicago-area leaders have been told to line up 
agreements with local employers. Another Chicago 
union official said he expected 80 per cent of the 40,000 
area truckers to work under interim agreements. 


A Teamsters officiol said drivers in Detroit, New 


York, and Columbus, Ohio, went on strike at 12:01 
a.m , Eastern time. There are 400,000 Teamsters affect- 
ed by the negotiations. 


As the midnight deadline approached, national union 


leaders told local union officials to negotiate their own 
contracts or "shut 'em down at midnight." 


The union negotiators also offered the trucking in- 


dustry an interim three-vear contract offer. 


The proposed offer calls for a total of $1.75 in wage 


hikes during the next three years; three cents a mile 
allowances increase; and $l7-a-week hike in health, wel- 
fare and pension contributions. 


THE TAKE-IT-OH-LEAVE-IT deal offered the Truck- 


ing Employers Inc. was simple: Sign the contract or 
face a slrike at 12:01 a.m. today. Pickets were sched- 


uled to be up early this morning if the interim pact was 
not signed. 


The trucking industry's original offer was to boost the 


$7.18 to $7.33 hourly truckers' wage 85 cents during the 
next three years. In addition, over-the-road truckers 
were offered a two-cents hike to the present 18-cenl- 
a-mile allowance limit during the next three years. 


The employers also originally offered an $ll-a-weok 


increase in the current $44-a-week contribution to the 
health, welfare and pension fund. 


Labor Sec. W. J. Usery was sitting in on marathon 


negotiating sessions between the Teamsters and the 
trucking industry at the Arlington Park Hilton Hotel in 
Arlington Heights. 


HIGH HOPES FOR a settlement covering more than 


400,000 drivers and warehousemen across the country 
faded as the time grew shorter 


A Teamsters' strike — the first nationwide walkout 


by the giant union yet— could have a crippling effect on 
many segments ot the nation's sputtering economy. The 
Teamsters involved haul 60 per cent of the nation's 
manufactured goods. 


Even if a last-minute agreement were reached, there 


were calls for wildcat walkouts. 


Teamster officials from Pennsylvania and Oklahoma 


said locals were being advised throughout the nation to 
seek a local settlement with their individual employers 
outside the master agreement. Teamsters terms were 
to remain intact. 


THE OKLAHOMA OFFICIAL said he was instructing

The common objective in the new 


fiscal year is to provide existing ser- 
ucrs without an increase in costs. Fi- 
nancial worry and penny-pinching is 
evident throughout the state

"For example, we buy something 


like .loo.oon gallons of gasoline a year. 
It was 20 to 22 cents a gallon several 
years ago (without taxi. Now we're 
paving -10 to 42 cents a gallon." 


The result in Peoria. Timmermun 


said, will be a property tax rate in- 
crease of 14 or H's cents per $100of 
assessed valuation this year, which 
will allow the town's $19 million bud- 
get to be balanced. It also will allow 
a 7 per cent pay hike for the city's 
HOD employes. 


The situation is worse in towns that 


have been hit hard by unemployment 
because uhen people are out of work 
they buy fewer goods and their com- 
munities get less sales tax. 


MOST NORTHWEST suburban com- 


munities have managed to balance 
their books this year, but Mount Pros- 
pect is facing a deficit of S400,000 and 
Klk Grove Village has been forced to 
make sonic large cuts in spending 
since last October when a deficit of 
$270,000 was projected.

Think twice about going through a 
week's worth of trash to find that lot- 
tery ticket u friend says is worth 51 
million. In fact, just to be safe, don't 
believe half of what anybody tells you 
all day today. 


It's April Fool's Day. beloved holi- 


day of tricksters and practical jokers 
everywhere and the bane of all the 
gullible, .trusting souls who inevitably 
become their victims. 


Nobody is quite sure how April 


Pool's Day got started, but although 
the actual origins of the holiday are

obscure, there are several interesting 
theories. 


SOMK SAY IT IS derived from an- 


cient New Year festivals celebrating 
the vernal equinox and the coming of 
spring — a time when even the capri- 
cious weather plays tricks. 


In most versions, France gets the 


credit (or the blame, depending on 
how you feel about it) for designating 
April I as "All Fools Day." 


Apparently, the day grew out of the 


confusion 
that was created when 


France adopted the,Gregorian calen- 
dar in 1582. Up until that time, the 
New Year — traditionally a time for 
gift-giving and visiting friends — had 
ended April 1. The Gregorian calen- 
dar, however, moved the holiday back 
to its current date, Jan. I. 


A few conservative Frenchmen, so 


the .story goes, refused to accept the 
new dale. Others, who were just more 
forgetful that stubborn, kept showing 
up at friends' houses at the wrong 
time by mistake. Anyway, they were 
all laughed at and called (guess what) 
April Fools. 


SOME TRIVIA experts trace the be- 


ginnings of the holiday back to Bibli- 
cal times, connecting it to an incident 


in the story of Noah and the Ark. This 
version says the practice of sending 
friends on fool's errands started when 
Noah, wrongly thinking the flood had 
subsided sent a dove out from the 
Ark on a futile search for land. 


Another religious explanation asso- 


ciates the origin of fool's errands with 
tricks played on Christ by his foes to 
mock Him. 


Still another version has its roots In 


Medieval times. According to this sto- 
ry, the holiday can be traced to a 
time when insane asylum patients 
were released for a few hours each 
year on the first day of April. Cruel 
crowds reportedly goaded the patients 
into doing things that were impossible 
for them and then laughed while the 
poor patients struggled. 


Whatever the real story is, April 


Fool's pay has evolved into a day of 
impostors and absurdity relished by 
pranksters around the world. 


In Scotland, the first of April is the 


time tor "hunting the gowk" or cuck-' 
oo, the symbol of fools throughout Eu- 
rope generally. 


A Frenchman tricked by a friend is 


called a Poisson d'Avril or April Fish, 
meaning one who has been easily 
caught in an April Fool's Day joke. 
The day is also popular in Italy. 
Spain. Portugal, Sweden, Germany 
and Norway. The last two countries 
celebrate with hilarity on the last day 
as well as the first day of April. 


Of all the customs associated with 


April Fool's Day, Mexico has one of

the most unusual. South of the border, 
the day for fooling is Dec. 28. On that 
date, anyone clever enough to trick a 
friend into lending him one of his pos- 
sessions doesn't have to give it back.

Teachers to mull 6no pact-no work' 


by PAM BIGFORD 


Elementary school teachers who 


are members of the North Suburban 
Unified Bargaining Council (NSUBC) 
will meet Wednesday to complete a 
platform for teacher contract bargain- 
ing which may include teachers refus- 
ing to begin school in September if 
their contracts have not been settled. 


The bargaining coalition, associated 


with the statewide Illinois Education 
Assoc., represents about 2,400 teach- 
ers in 15 north suburban districts. 


Northwest suburban affiliates in- 


clude unions in Prospect Heights Dist. 
23, River Trails Dist. 26, Mount Pros- 
pect Dist. 57, Elk Grove Township 
Dist. 59 and the Northwest Suburban 
Special Education Organization. The 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 union 
will consider membership Friday. 


CLAIRE HYMAN, NSUBC chair- 


man, said the members will vote on a 
proposition of "no contract — no 
work," meaning that teachers whose 
contracts are not settled by Septem- 
ber would refuse to begin the school 
year until they have a contract. 


Teachers beginning the school year 


without a contract has not been un- 
common uv the Northwest suburbs, 
though bargaining usually begins in 
February or March. 


Of the member districts, Dist. 23 


settled in October; Dist. 26 signed its 
contract in December; Dist. 57 settled 
in September after school began; and 
Dist. 
59 
reached 
an 
llth-hour 


agreement 
the day before school 


started. NSSEO is bargaining for its 
first contract this year. Dist. 21 did 
not settle until after school began in 
September. 


Members will vote on other plat- 


form positions including negotiated 
procedures for reducing staff that pro- 
vide seniority for tenure teachers, due 
process for nontenure teachers and 
adequate rehiring procedure; cost-of- 
living raises; 


Parity, or raising elementary teach- 


ers' pay to the level of high school 
teachers; a master contract in every 
district; a negotiated early retirement 
plan; and negotiating only one-year 
contracts with a common expiration 
date for all NSUBC members. 


METHODS FOR REDUCING teach- 


ing staffs have been of particular con- 
cern to teachers this year because of 
declining enrollment and grim finan- 
cial pictures. 


Ms. Hyman said part of the "no 


contract — no work" proposal is 
that all unions that plan to go on 
strike should go together and that 
none would return to work until they 
all do. 


However, the member unions will 


not automatically be committed to 
striking if their contracts are not 
signed by the first day of school, Ms. 
Hyman said. "Each local will make 
that decision on its own, but the point 
is that if they do decide to strike, they 
will all go together," she said. 


Ms. Hyman said if the goals are 


passed, the member unions will be 
committed to working toward them. If 
they do not meet all the goals, they 
will have to get authorization from 
the NSUBC before they can sign their 
contracts. 


All of the Northwest suburban mem- 


ber districts have contracts which ex- 
pire this year and will be negotiating 
for next year. Dist. 21 has a two-year 
contract. 


THE BARGAINING coalition was 


formed last spring to set collective 
bargaining goals for the member 
unions and to research financial back- 
grounds of school districts. 


The coalition will consider an "ac- 


tion program" for the coming year,

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Hurricane's effects still linger 


Honduras hospitals need supplies 


"I'M GOING TO TRY to be the best damned fire- 
fighter there is," Ron Antor, 21, says of his future 
goals in life. Antor, a Hoffman Estates fireman, is 


recuperating from burns suffered in a blaze at tho 
Dennis Schroeder house Jan. 17. He remained in 
intensive care 10 weeks. 


Burned in fire, fireman 
vows to return to his job

Krm Antnr suffered 
first, second, 


and third degree burns on more than 
27 per cent of his body Jan. 17. The 
rrtnst severe burns were on his neck, 
arms and legs. The tops of his ears 
were burned off. 


Stilt, he has one thought on his 


irind: To get out of Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital and continue his ca- 
reer in the Hoffman Estates Fire 
Dept. 


"I'm going to be the best damned 


firefighter there is. And also lead a 
good family life. Those are really the 
only two things I want to do,1' he 
says, moving his head slowly, min- 
imizing the movement in his blistered 
neck. 


THE 
21-YEAR-OLD ANTOR 
and 


two comrades were fighting a blaze at 
the Dennis Schroder residence Jan. 17 
when they were caught in a "back- 
flash:" Walls, ceiling and floor all ig- 
nited simultaneously. 


"I don't really remember every- 


thing that happened," he said. "My 
mind has blanked out a few moments 
of what went on. After I came here, 
they said I talked about seeing a 
bright orange glow coming up the 
stairs and across the room. But I 
don't remember it." 


Antor's injuries were not severe 


enough to destroy his career, although 
he'll be assigned to something less 


than battling blazes upon his return to 
the service. 


"I may train to become an arson 


photographer," he says. "I may start 
doing other Ihings, though. I just don't 
know yet. Whatever it is, I'll be there 
a while." 


Last week. Antor underwent skin 


grafts on his burned legs, where 
flames had literally killed the skin. 


"MY LEGS LOOK like checker- 


boards," he says. 


Antor is able to move about in a 


wheelchair this week. He hopes to be 
walking by June 19, his wedding clay. 
But if that doesn't happen, it won't 
deter him. 


"I'm going down the aisle even if 


it's in a wheelchair," Antor says. 
"But I doubt if that will happen. I 
fully expect to be walking by then." 


Antor's family and fiancee "took it 


pretty good" when he was injured, he 
said. 


"My fiancee (Sue Marie Jurs) stood 


up extremely well," he says, looking 
at her picture posted on the end of his 
bed. "She was a little on the shaky 
side, but she was able to come to 
grips with it." 


RON AND SUE MARIE had talked 


about the possibility of injuries, a fac- 
tor he says helped ease the shock of 
the accident. 


"I've always been of the opinion 


that it takes a special type of woman 


to marry a cop or fireman because of 
the hazards and risks involved. She 
knew them and she was able to cope 
with it," Antor says. 


Sue Marie comes lo visit her fiance 


almost every night, but the many vis- 
itors that came to see Antor soon af- 
ter his accident ara gone. 


"People lend to forget," he says. 


"Now 
I'm just another person recu- 


perating in the hospital. The guys (at 
the fire department) come in to visit 
me regularly, but I don't get many 
visitors other than that." 


Antor spends his time watching tele- 


vision, listening to his fire department 
radio scanning unit ( to keep up with 
the exploits of his colleagues), and is 
currently reading a 
book, "20,000 


Alarms," about the real life struggles 
of a big-city firefighter. 


Anlor, from Elk Grove Village, cele- 


brated his first year with the fire de- 
partment Feb. 3. He expects to be out 
of the hospital within a month. 


"I'll probably change my hair style 


to come down over my cars and just 
forget about them," he said. "All I 
really want to do right now is get 
back on the job." 


For now Antor lies patiently waiting 


in Room 320 behhid a sign on his door 
thai reads: "If I'm asleep, please 
wake me up."

It has been 18 months since Hurri- 


cane Fiji ripped across Honduras, kill- 
ing thousands and leaving thousands 
injured or homeless. But the passing 
of time has not healed the wounds. 


"It's 
really bad," said 
Maria 


McGowean. "There are no jobs. How 
can I tell you? It's really bad." 


Mrs. McGowean, 1014 E. Crab Tree 


Dr., Arlington Heights, found more 
suffering when she returned to her na- 
tive land in February. 


"There were two hospitals in the 


capital city 
(Tegucigalpa) where 


there was not one wheelchair. The 
people — young and old — have to 
stay in bed; they cannot get out into 
the sun," Mrs. McGowean said. 


THE HOSPITALS, .Perpetuo So- 


corro and SOS Village, are govern- 
ment operated hospitals for long-term 
patients. In a country the size of 
Pennsylvania that sustained an esti- 
mated $500 million in damages from 
the hurricane, "They just don't have 


the money for the wheelchairs," Mrs. 
McGowean said. 


She now is, with the authorization of 


Honduran consulate in Chicago, seek- 
ing donations of wheelchairs for the 
two hospitals. 


"They can be new or old. Even if 


they are damaged or missing wheels 
we can take them and fix them," Mrs. 
McGowean said. 


Other related items, such as 


crutches, canes and braces, are 
needed, she said. 


"As soon as we get enough, I will be 


going down personally to deliver 
them. After I saw how things were in 
February, I decided I would do what- 
ever I could to help them from here," 
she said. 
' MRS. McGOWEAN saw the plight 
of the ill during one of her continuing 
private relief trips to the Central 
American republic. ' 
. When Hurricane Fifi struck, Mrs. 
McGowean responded by collecting 
tons of food and clothing for the vic- 


tims. The donations, which began 
around the neighborhood, eventually 
came from the entire Chicago area. 


Her efforts did not stop there. She 


has continued to supply direct relief 
to the suffering in Central America. 
W h e n 
earthquakes and 
tropical 


storms hit other countries of the area, 
goods she collected went to those vic- 
tims. 


The need does not stop at national 


borders, she said, so neither should 
the aid. 


But the most poignant need now, 


she said, are the invalids unable to 
move from their beds because of the 
lack of the wheel chairs. 


"Even one wheelchair would help. 


They can take turns using it," she 
said. 


Mrs. McGowean said the oldest resi- 


dent of the facilities, however, a wom- 
an of 103, would be the recipient.

East Coast Teamsters strike; truckers here roll on

Teamster negotiators late Wednesday told local union 


leaders to negotiate their own contracts or "shut 'em 
down by midnight." 


In a move that could sidestep the Ford Adminis- 


tration's invitation for an 80-day cooUng-off period un- 
der the Taft Hartley Act, the union negotiators also 
offered national trucking industry bargainers an inter- 
im three-year pact as the midnight deadline ap- 
proached. 


By It p.m. trucking industry negotiators had not 


reached a decision on the teamsters' interim offer. 


BUT A WALKOUT in the Chicago area apparently 


was averted about 11 p.m. when local union leaders 
said Chicago area Teamsters would try to reach inter- 


im agreements with local employers. 


Louis Peick, representing Chicago Local 705, said 


area Teamsters leaders have been told to line up agree- 
ments with local employers. 


Detroit, New York and Ohio Teamsters walked off 


their jobs at 11 p.m. Chicago time. 


Edward Feener, an official for independent union 


drivers not affiliated with the Teamsters, said a walk- 
out probably will not take place in the Chicago area 
today. 


The proposed offer calls for a total of $1.75 in wage 


hikes during the next three years; three cents a mile 
allowances increase; and $17-a-week hike in health, wel- 
fare and pension contributions. 


THE TAKE-IT-OR-LEAVE-IT deal offered the Truck- 


ing Employers Inc. was simple: Sign the contract or 


face a strike at 12:01 am. today. Pickets were sched- 
uled to be up early this morning if the interim pact was 
not signed. 


The trucking industry's original offer was to boost the 


$7.18 to $7.33 hourly truckers' wage 85 cents during the 
next three years. In addition, over-the-road truckers 
were offered a two-cents hike to the present 18-cent- 
a-mile allowance limit during the next three years. 


The employers also originally offered an $ll-a-week 


increase in the current $44-a-week contribution to the 
health, welfare and pension fund. 


Labor Sec. W. J. Usery was sitting in on marathon 


negotiating sessions between the Teamsters and the 
trucking industry at the Arlington Park Hilton Hotel in 
Arlington Heights.

Northwest suburban communities 


and municipalities throughout Illinois 
are facing hard times, a situation 
which is affecting everything from 
street sweeping to possible Increases 
in property taxes. 


Locally, governmental leaders are 


tightening the helt on spending — 
eliminating some programs, rejecting 
requests for personnel increases and 
limiting wage increases to about 6 per 
cent, in most cases. 


It is not a crisis, but it is becoming 


increasingly difficult for revenue to 
keep up with the spiraling costs of op- 
erations, finance directors say. 


The common objective in the new 


fiscal year is to provide existing ser- 
vices without an increase in costs. Fi- 
nancial worry and penny-pinching is 


1 evident throughout the state. 
, 


"WE'RE JUST having a hell of a 


time keeping up," said Peoria Assist- 
ant City Mgr. A. Fred Timmerman. 


Neighborhood paper pickups start 


Elk Grove Village residents, begin- 


ning today, will Se able to set out 
newspapers with their garbage for 
recycling. 


The village's scavenger contractor, 


Garden City Disposal Co. of Rose- 
mont. will pick UD newspapers for 
recycling in all residential areas. 


The firm is asking residents not to 


include magazines or cardboard with 
the papers because both will reduce 
the amount paid for the papers by the 
recycling center. 


Newspaper piles also must be "tied 


in two directions by stout cord or 
twine," a company spokesman said. 
The newspapers should be placed at 
the curb next to the normal refuse 
containers. 


NEWSPAPERS WILL bring an esti- 


mated $25 a ton. Any profits from the 
program will be shared by Garden 
City and the village.'The village al- 
ready plans to use its share of the 
proceeds primarily for beautification 
projects. 


Earlier estimates by Joseph Stob, a 


representative of Garden City, said 
the full village would not have the 
recycling service until July. The ear- 
lier plan proposed starting the pick- 
ups in part of the village and gradu- 
ally expanding to other parts of the 
village. 


Stob said his firm is uninterested in 


recycling glass because it is "too 
complicated1' and almost always loses 
money. 


THE VILLAGE HAD to terminate 
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"For example, we buy something 


like 500,000 gallons of gasoline a year. 
It was 20 to 22 cents a gallon several 
years ago (without tax). Now we're 
paying 40 to 42 cents a gallon." 


The result in Peoria, Timmerman 


said, will be a property tax rate in- 
crease of 14 or 14V2 cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation this year, which 
will allow the town's $19 million bud- 
get to be balanced. It also will allow 
a 7 per cent pay hike for the city's 
800 employes. 


The situation is worse in towns that 


have been hit hard by unemployment 
because when people are out of work 
they buy fewer goods and their com- 
munities get less sales tax. 


MOST NORTHWEST suburban com- 


munities have managed to balance 
their books this year, but Mount Pros- 
pect is facing a deficit" of $400,000 and 
Elk Grove Village has been forced to 
make some large cuts in spending 
since last October when a deficit of 
$270,000 was projected.

April Fool pranks perpetuate an historic tradition

Better taste the white stuff in the 


sugar bowl before dumping a big 
spoonful 
in your morning 
coffee. 


Think twice about going through a 
week's worth of trash to find that lot- 
tery ticket a friend says is worth $1 
million. In fact, just to be safe, don't 
believe half of what anybody tells you 
all day today. 


It's April Fool's Day, beloved holi- 


day of tricksters and practical jokers 
everywhere and the bane of all the 
gullible, trusting souls who inevitably 
become their victims. 


Nobody is quite sure how April. 


Fool's Day got started, but although 
the actual origins of the holiday are 


r Today 


obscure, there are several interesting 
theories. 


SOME SAY IT IS derived from an- 


cient New Year festivals celebrating 
the vernal equinox and the coming of 
spring — a time when even the capri- 
cious weather plays tricks. 


In most versions, France gets the 


credit (or the blame, depending on 
how you feel about it) for designating 
April 1 as "All Fools Day." 


Apparently, the day grew out of the 


confusion 
that was created when 


France adopted the Gregorian calen- 
dar in 1582. Up until that time, the 
New Year — traditionally a time for 
gift-giving and visiting friends — had 
ended April 1. The Gregorian calen- 
dar, however, moved the holiday back 
to its current date, Jan. 1. 


A few conservative Frenchmen, so 


the story goes, refused to accept the 
new date. Others, who were just more 
forgetful that stubborn, kept showing 
up at friends'" houses at the wrong 
time by mistake. Anyway, they were 
all laughed at and called (guess what) 
April Fools. 


SOME TRIVIA experts trace the be- 


ginnings of the holiday back to Bibli- 
cal times, connecting it to an incident 


in the story of Noah and the Ark. This 
version says the practice of sending 
friends on fool's errands started when 
Noah, wrongly thinking the flood had 
subsided sent a dove out from the 
Ark on a futile search for land. 


Another religious explanation asso- 


ciates the origin of fool's errands with 
tricks played on Christ by his foes to 
mock Him. 


Still another version has its roots in 


Medieval times. According to this sto- 
ry, the holiday can be traced to a 
time when insane asylum patients 
were released for a few hours each ' 
year on the first day of April. Cruel 
crowds reportedly goaded the patients 
into doing things that were impossible 
for them and then laughed while the 
poor patients struggled. 


Whatever the real story is, April 


Fool's Day has evolved into a day of 
impostors and absurdity relished by 
pranksters around the world. 


In Scotland, the first of April is the 


time for "hunting the gowk" or cuck- 
oo, the symbol of fools throughout Eu- 
rope generally. 


A Frenchman tricked by a friend is 


called a Poisson d'Avril or April Fish, 
meaning one who has been easily 
caught in an April Fool's Day joke. 
The day is also popular in Italy, 
Spain, Portugal, Sweden, Germany 
and Norway. The last two countries 
celebrate with hilarity on the last day 
as well as the first day of April. 


Of all the customs associated with 


April Fool's Day, Mexico has one of 


the most unusual. South of the border, 
the day for fooling is Dec. 28. On that 
date, anyone clever enough to trick a 
friend into lending him one of his pos- 
sessions doesn't have to give it back.

Teachers' unit to weigh 
'no pact-no work' stand

Elementary school teachers who 


are members of the North Suburban 
Unified Bargaining Council (NSUBC) 
will meet Wednesday to complete a 
platform for teacher contract bargain- 
ing which may include teachers refus- 
ing to begin school in September if 
their contracts have not been settled. 


The bargaining coalition, associated 


with the statewide Illinois Education 
Assoc., represents about 2,400 teach- 
ers in 15 north suburban districts. 


Northwest suburban affiliates in- 


clude unions in Prospect Heights Dist. 
23, River Trails Dist. 26, Mount Pros- 
pect Dist. 57, Elk Grove Township 
Dist. 59 and the Northwest Suburban 
Special Education Organization. The 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 union 
will consider membership Friday. 


CLAIRE HYMAN, NSUBC chair- 


man, said the members will vote on a 
proposition of "no contract — no 
work," meaning that teachers whose 
contracts are not settled by Septem- 
ber would refuse to begin the school 
year until they have a contract. 


Teachers beginning the school year 


without a contract has not'been un- 
common in the Northwest suburbs, 
though bargaining usually begins in 
Feb. .iary or March. 


Of the member districts. Dist. 23 


settled in October; Dist. 26('signed its 
contract in December; Dist. 57 settled 
in September after school began; and 
Dist. 
59 reached 
an 
llth-hour 


agreement the day before school 
started. NSSEO is bargaining for its 
first contract this year. Dist. 2J did 
not settle until after school began in 
September. 


Members will vote on other plat- 


form positions including negotiated 
procedures for reducing staff that pro- 
vide seniority for tenure teachers, due 
process for nontenure teachers and 
adequate rehiring procedure; cost-of- 
living raises; 


Parity, or raising elementary teach- 


ers' pay to the level of high school 
teachers; a master contract in every 
district; a negotiated early retirement 
plan; and negotiating only one-year 
contracts with a common expiration 
date for all NSUBC members. 
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METHODS FOR REDUCING teach- 


ing staffs have been of particular con- 
cern to teachers this year because of 
declining enrollment and grim finan- 
cial pictures. 


Ms. Hyman said part of the "no 


contract — no work" proposal is 
that all unions that plan to go on 
strike should go together and that 
none would return to work until they 
all do. 


However, the member unions will 


not automatically be committed 
to 


striking if their contracts are not 
signed by the first day of school, Ms. 
Hyman said. "Each local will make 
that decision on its own, but the point 
is that if they do decide to strike, they 
will all go together," she said. 


Ms. Hyman said if the goals are 


passed, the member unions will be 
committed to working toward them. If 
they do not meet all the goals, they 
will have to get authorization from 
the NSUBC before they can sign their 
contracts. 


All of the Northwest suburban mem- 


ber districts have contracts which ex- 
pire this year and will be negotiating 
for next year. Dist. 21 has a two-year 
contract. 


THE BARGAINING coalition was 


formed last spring to set collective 
bargaining goals for the 
member 


unions and to research financial back- 
grounds of school districts. 


The coalition will consider an "ac- 


tion program" for the coming year, 
including renewed investigation into 
property tax underassessments, ex- 
amining school district consolidation, 
and improving teacher fringe bene- 
fits. 


Last year the coalition charged that 


more than $50 million in under 
assessments of 18 commercial proper- 
ties in the northern suburbs were rob- 
bing schools of $4 million in tax reve- 
nue. Ms. Hyman said County Tax As- 
sessor Thomas Tully refused to meet 
with the coalition. 


In a prepared release, he said they 


were endorsed because of "their qual- 
ifications and dedication to the better- 
ment of the school system." 


This is the first time the Democrats 


have become formally involved in 
school board elections. Morrissey told 
The Herald several weeks ago that 
the Democrats did not want to be- 
come involved in the election, but that 
they would consider it if the township 
Republicans took an active role. 


The Republican Organization of 


Schaumburg Township (ROOST) en- 
dorsed three candidates last week. 
Newcomer Elizabeth Carpenter, 1581 
Maplewood Ave., Hanover Park, and 
incumbents Gordon Thoren, 577 Edge- 
field Ln., Hoffman Estates, and Ed- 
ward Bedard, 350 Pierce Rd., Hoff- 
man Estates, received ROOST en- 
dorsements. Bedard is a ROOST 
member. 


Morrissey said that non-involvement 


of major political parties in school 
board elections is probably best for 
the community, but that "is only rea- 
listic if both parties observe it. The 
Republican Party has not." 


MORRISSEY SAID IN the past 


ROOST has given "off the record" 
support to board candidates, but now 
that its support is in the open, "the 
Democratic Party cannot serve the 


interests of the community by tacitly 
allowing the Republican Party to take 
over school board affairs." 


The Democrats do not intend "to 


seek input into the policies or deci- 
sions of the school board" by their 
endorsements, Morrissey said. 


Watts said he was "happy to re- 


ceive" the Democrats' endorsement 
because they hold "a dominant posi- 
tion within the township." Watts said 
he would like to work for as much 
support as possible to pressure the Il- 
linois General Assembly for full fund- 
ing for aid to education. He said Mor- 
rissey 
told him the Schaumburg 


Democrats share this goal. 


Watts said the Democrats have of- 


fered to campaign for him by sending 
fliers listing his views and quali- 
fications and by forming a telephone 
committee to remind Democrats to 
vote April 10. He said no offer of mon- 
etary contributions has been made. 


WATTS AND MRS. Czajkowski, 


as well as Leslie Kleiman, 463 New- 
castle, Hoffman Estates, also have 
been endorsed by the Dist. 54 teachers 
union. 


Mrs. Czajkowski said she is "grate- 


ful for any and all support. I hope the 
Democrats endorsed me because they 
believe I'm qualified." ROOST did not 
endorse her, but did list her as "quali- 
fied to run." 


Mrs. Czajkowski said, "Endorse- 


ments are fine, but I hope they all 
remember to vote." A board member 
from 1972-75, she lost in her bid for 
reelection last year by 36 votes.

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Story of 2 deaf programs: 
much progress after split

Four pairs of hands answer a teach- 


er's question in sign language. Four 
sets of lips call out the accompanying 
word. Four deaf children learn a tittle 
more about getting along in a hearing 
world. 


The four are in a 13-student deaf 


education program sponsored by the 
Northwest Suburban Special Educa- 
t i o n Organization at Kensington 
School. 201 S. Evanston, Arlington 
Heights. 


A few miles away in Ridge School, 


&3n Ridge Ave., Elk Grove Village, six 
other deaf children are equally busy, 
working just as hard toward the same 
goals, supervised by the same organi- 
zation, learning the same subjects. 


THE RIDGE DEAF children were 


classmates of those in Kensington un- 
til this year. The six were moved to a 
newly created program in Elk Grove 
Township Dist. S9 after a three-month 
controversy over serious inadequacies 
in the NSSEO program. 


Both schools are working to create 


programs to solve these problems. 


At Kensington, a new speech devel- 


opment teacher and principal have 
been hired. A program to teach the 
hearing children sign language has 
been expanded. 


Instead of the deaf children being 


segregated at lunch and recess, they 
are encouraged to join the other chil- 
dren. Fifth graders are allowed to be 
patrol guards just like the hearing 
fifth graders. 


,\ GROfP HAS BEEN started so 


that parents of deaf children can dis- 
cuss their common problems. The 
Kensington PTA included the parent 
group in their activities, 


"The speech development program 


has really improved." said parent Ca- 
rol Stark, echoing other parents. "I 
can tell the difference in my son. He's 
getting about 3'a hours of speech de- 
velopment a week, where last year he 
was getting about 20 minutes." 


^fany parents blamed the poor so- 


cial integration of the children on a 
lack of leadership from the former 
administration, The new principal, 
Richard Bennett, received nothing but 
praise from parents. 


"The school has a real leader now. 


He's in the kids' classroom often, and 
Is even taking a sign language class," 
said parent Cindy Rentdorff. 


MOST PARENTS said they are very 


pleased with the acceptance of their 
children this year by the hearing stu- 
dents. Other parents said there is 
progress only because there was no- 
where to go but up. 


"The attitude of the whole school 


has Improved." said parent Robert 
Forti. "I'll never be satisfied with the 
program — it can always be better — 
but I'm satisfied that they are making 
progress." 


Lorraine Kelly teaches sign lan- 


guage before school to 88 hearing chil- 
dren who come early because they 
want to learn it. 


"There's a natural split between the 


hearing and the deaf children because 
they don't know how to communicate 
with each other." Mrs. Kelly said. 
"Now that the hearing kids have 
started taking sign language, I've no- 
ticed little groups of them talking and 
laughing with the deaf children." 


OTHER PARENTS said the Ken- 


sington program has improved in 
some ways, but serious problems re- 
main. 
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Parents' revelations sparked split 


The deaf education program spon- 


sored by the Northwest Suburban Spe- 
cial Education Organization (NSSEO) 
split last summer after parents ex- 
posed serious inadequacies in the way 
it was operated and demanded it be 
removed from Arlington Heights Dist. 
25. 


Parents of 12 of the 19 children in 


the program housed in Kensington 
School in Arlington Heights signed a 
petition last May to have Ihc program 
removed. 


Charges levied by parents included: 


Inadequate speech development pro- 
gram; placement of emotionally dis- 
turbed children in deaf classes; lack 
of correlation between the elementary 


and junior high programs and a lack 
of social integration of the deaf at 
Kensington. 


NSSEO Director Edward McDonald 


said some of the parents' complaints 
were valid. 


McDonald recommended the pro- 


gram remain at Kensington because 
lie said that changing the program's 
location would not solve its problems. 


When the NSSEO board voted to 


keep the program at Kensington, the 
Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 Board of 
Education decided to offer an alterna- 
tive deaf education program for the 
six deaf children within its bound- 
aries. 


The deaf program as a whole has 


only six girls, and three of them are 
at Ridge. Parents Marie Burks nnd 
Carol Engler said the split in the pro- 
gram has limited their daughters so- 
cially by limiting their girlfriends. 


"There are only two girls besides 


my daughter in the program, and this 
has created some boy-girl problems," 
Mrs. Engler said. 


Some parents say nothing has been 


don$ about removing children who are 
both deaf and emotionally disturbed 
from the classroom. 


BENNETT SAID none of the deaf 


children have been diagnosed as 
emotionally disturbed, and he was not 
aware of any excessive disruption 
problems in the deaf classes. 


At Ridge, a whole new program was 


formed and is under NSSEO super- 
vision. Classroom teacher Marilyn 
Grodrian is assisted by one aide. A 
speech therapist works with the chil- 
dren every afternoon, and Ridge has 
its own learning disabilities teacher. 


The children eat lunch, have recess 


and gym class and be patrol guards 
with the hearing students. 


Ridge parents said they are very 


happy with the program and so far 
have no complaints. 


"I think the kids have been honestly 


accepted by the rest of the school," 
Mrs. Grodrian said. "The children 
aren't segregated in any school activi- 
ty unless I ask for it." 


SOME PARENTS said their chil- 


dren's speech has improved not only 
because of the new speech therapist, 
but because their children's new in- 
volvement with the hearing students 
has motivated them to want to talk. 


"Last year my son didn't even play 


with the hearing children at Kensing- 
ton, and this year at Ridge he's on the 
football team," said Nancy Ford, a 
leader in the fight to move the pro- 
gram. 


"My son feels like he's a part of 


everything that goes on, and it's done . 
wonders for his speech," Mrs. Ford 
said. "Nobody has any idea what this 
kind of thing has done for the morale 
of these kids." 


Carolyn Best said her daughter's 


speech has improved "100 per cent" 
this year and credits it to her daugh- 
ter's feeling of "total acceptance." 


"LAST YEAR my daughter said she 


hated school." Mrs. Best said. "This 
year she never complains." 


Parents said their children do not 


miss their Kensington classmates as 
much as they feared they would. 


Irene Flagg said her son never even 
mentions his old friends anymore. 


"Now he plays more with the kids 


in the neighborhood than he did be- 
fore," Mrs. Flagg said. "Last year he 
was apprehensive about playing with 
the hearing kids because he hadn't 
had any exposure to them for two 
years. I feel like his whole life has 
changed." 
* 


Most of the Ridge parents remain 


bitter toward the Kensington program • 
and insist their children will not go 
back to Kensington if the programs 
are ever reunited. 


"I WOULD SEND my daughter to a 


regular school with an interpreter" 
rather than send her to Kensington, 
Mrs. Best said. 


NSSEO Director Edward McDonald 


said that he does not believe Dist. 59 
will be able to sustain a deaf educa- 
tion program after the five 10-year- 
olds now in the class move on to ju- 
nior high. 


"The prevalance of deaf children in 


that area (Dist. 59) now is extremely 
high," McDonald said. He noted that 
must of the children were born during 
the time when many pregnant women 
had German measles. 


"The parents in Dist. 59 had legiti- 


mate concerns," McDonald said. "L 
asked them to bear with us and that 
we would straighten things out. We 
have kept our promise ahd I hope 
they can see that." 


McDonald said if the deaf students 


were brought back together NSSEO 
would be able to provide a. "more di- 
versified program." 
» 


THE RIDGE PARENTS said they 


never intended to split the program — 
they wanted the entire class removed 
from Kensington. But even though the 
program split, parents from both 
schools say their action focused atten- 
tion on the program's inadequacies. 


"It was very beneficial that the par- 


ents' group was so vocal," Mrs. 
Rentdorff said. "You don.'t get a sec- 
ond chance to give our kids language 
development and self-confidence. 


"You don't have to worry about 


hearing kids who automatically get 
the best education a district can pro- 
vide. But for my son, who really 
needs these extra things, they weren't 
there," she said. 


"We're going to have to take a wait- 


and-see 
attitude," 
Mrs. Rentdorff 


said. "I know there's going to be mis- 
takes made, but this time I think it 
will all work out."

Chicago spared in nationwide Teamsters' strike

The Chicago area apparently was sparer! a local 


Teamsters' strike today as truckers in Eastern cities 
began to pull their rigs off the road, starting the first 
nationwide Teamsters strike in history. 


There were indications, however, thai many drivers 


would continue to work under temporary agreements,, 
including truckers in the Chicago area. 


Louis Peick. representing Chicago Teamsters Local 


Tori, said Chicago-area leaders have been told to line up 
agreements with local employers. Another Chicago 
union official said he expected 8(1 per cent of the 40.000 
area truckers to work under interim agreements. 


A Teamsters official said drivers in Detroit. New 


York, and Columbus. Ohio, went on strike at 12.01 
a.m., Eastern time. There are 400,000 Teamsters affect- 
ed by the negotiations. 


As the midnight deadline approached, national union 


leaders told local union officials to negotiate their own 
contracts or "shut 'em down at midnight " 


The union negotiators also offered the trucking in- 


dustry an interim three-year contract offer. 


The proposed olfer calls for a total of $1.75 in wage 


hikes during the next three years; three cents a mile 
allowances increase; and $)7-a-week hike in health, wel- 
fare and pension contributions. 


THE TAKE-IT-OR-LEAVE-IT deal offered the Truck- 


ing Employers Inc. was simple: Sign the contract or 
face a strike at 12-01 a m, today Pickets were sched- 


uled to be up early this morning if the interim pact was 
not signed. 


The trucking industry's original offer was to boost the 


$7 18 to S7.33 hourly truckers' wage 85 cents during the 
next three years. In addition, over-the-road truckers 
were ottered a two-cents hike lo the present 18-cent- 
a-mile allowance limit during the next three years 


The employers also originally ottered an $l!-a-wock 


increase in the current $44-a-week contribution lo the 
health, welfare and pension fund. 


Labor Sec. W. J. Usery was sitting in on marathon 


negotiating sessions between the Teamsters and the 
trucking industry at the Arlington Park Hilton Hotel in 
Arlington Heights.

like lUO.nuo gallons of gasoline a year. 
It was 20 to 22 cents a gallon several 
years ago (without taxi. Now we're 
pay ing 40 to 42 cents a gallon." 


The result in Peoria, Timmerman 


said, will be a property tax rate in- 
crease ot 14 or l4'-j cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation this year, which 
will allow the town's S19 million bud- 
get to be balanced. It also will allow 
a 7 per cent pay hike for the city's 
fiOO employes. 


The situation is worse in towns that 


have been hit hard by unemployment 
because when people are out of work 
they buy fewer goods and their com- 
munities get less sales tax.

Think twice about going through a 
week's worth of trash to find that lot- 
tery ticket a friend says is worth si 
million. In fact, just to be safe, don't 
believe half of what anybody teil.s you 
all day today. 


It's April fool's Day. beloved holi- 


day of tricksters and practical jokers 
everywhere and the bane of all the 
gullible, trusting souls who inevitably 
become their victims. 


Nobody Is quite sure how April 


Fool's Duy got started, but although 
the actual origins of the holiday are

obscure, there are several interesting 
theories 


SOiMK SAY IT IS derived from an- 


cient New Year festivals celebrating 
the vernal equinox and the coming of 
spring — a time when even the capri- 
cious weather plays tricks. 


In most versions, France gets the 


credit (or the blame, depending on 
how you feel about it) for designating 
April I as "All Fools Day." 


Apparently, the day grew out of the 


confusion 
that was created when 


France adopted the Gregorian calen- 
dar in 1502. Up until that time, the 
New Year — traditionally a time for 
gilt-giving and visiting friends — had 
ended April I. The Gregorian calen- 
dar, however, moved the holiday back 
to its current date, Jan. I. 


A few conservative Frenchmen, so 


the story goes, refused to accept the 
new date. Others, who were just more 
forgetful that stubborn, kept showing 
up at friends' houses at the wrong 
time by mistake. Anyway, they were 
all laughed at and called <guess what) 
April Fools. 


SOME TRIVIA experts trace the be- 


ginnings of the holiday back to Bibli- 
cal times, connecting it to an incident 


in the story of Noah and the Ark. This 
version says the practice of sending 
friends on fool's errands started when 
Noah, wrongly thinking the flood had 
subsided sent a dove out from the 
Ark on a futile search for land. 


Another religious explanation asso- 


ciates the origin of fool's errands with 
tricks played on Christ by his foes to 
mock Him 


Still another version has its roots in 


Medieval tunes. According to this sto- 
ry, the holiday can be traced to a 
time when insane asylum patients 
were released for a few hours each 
year on the first day of April. Cruel 
crowds reportedly goaded the patients 
into doing things that were impossible 
for them and then 'laughed while the 
poor patients struggled.

Mrs. Czajkowski said she thinks of 
herself as a Democrat and has been a 
Democratic election judge since she 
moved to the area. She said, however, 
she has never paid dues to the 
Schaumburg Democrats or attended 
their meetings. 


NEITHER MRS. CZAJKOWSKl nor 


Watts appeared before the Democrats 
to discuss school issues. Morrissey 
was unable to be reached Wednesday 
to explain what criteria were used for 
endorsement. 


In a prepared release, he said they

Township OKs 
federal funds 
for 3 agencies 


Approximately $26.000 in federal 


revenue-sharing funds for three 
agencies has been approved by mem- 
bers of the Schaumburg Township 
Board of Auditors. 


"The funding will run through the 


end of 1976 only because of the still 
uncertain future of federal revenue 
sharing money," Township Supervisor 
Vernon Laubenstein said Wednesday. 


He said a total of $13,566 has been 


allocated to the Northwest Special 
Recreation Assn., noting the sum is 
two-thirds of the requested $18,000. 


Laubenstein said $3,220 has been 


earmarked for Shelter Inc., a tem- 
porary foster-care agency, to cover a 
six-month period beginning July 1. 


Also approved was continuation of a 


$10.000 contribution to pay for "hot- 
line" services provided by the Region- 
al Youth Services Bureau, supported 
by Schaumburg, Palatine and Elk 
Grove townships. 


Township board members refused, 


however, to allocate additional funds 
to provide decentralized health ser- 
vices and counseling, which would in- 
clude pregnancy testing and birth con- 
trol information for teen-agers. The 
service, estimated at a cost of be- 
tween $6.850 and $7.250, was proposed 
by Regional Youth Services Bureau. 


Laubenstein said the request was 


voted down by township board mem- 
bers who believe the services would 
duplicate those now being provided by 
other local agencies.

The financial problem facing Pala- 


tine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 is the 
primary concern of most candidates 
for the Dist. 15 school board. 


Candidates were asked what they 


believe is the most pressing problem 
facing Dist. 15, at a candidates' night 
this week at Plum Grove Junior High 
School, 26 W. Old Plum Grove Rd., 
Rolling Meadows. 


More than 50 parents and teachers 


attended the meeting cosponsored by 
the Palatine League of Women Voters 
and the Northwest Suburban Council 
PTAs. 


E. ERIE JONES of Palatine, run- 


ning for the one 1-year board seat, 
said the most important short-term is- 
sue in Dist. 15 is the fiscal problem. 
Dist. 15 anticipates a $2.2 million 
budget deficit for 1976-77. 


Jones said the board must examine 


all present expenditures to make 
budget cutbacks, but the last priority 
for cuts should be in the instructional 
program. 


Incumbent Irene Sjostedt of Hoff- 


man Estates, also running for the 
1-year term, agreed the fiscal prob- 
lem is the most Important issue. She 
said the board must work to meet the 
eductlonal needs of all the children in 
the district within the limits of its 
budget. 


Mrs. Sjostedt said the board must 


try to define the community's inter- 
pretation of what they fee! is a quality 
education. 


Incumbent Leland Gibbs, of Rolling 


Meadows who is running for one of 
two 3-year seats on the board, said he 
favors operating Dist. 15 on a bal- 
anced budget rather than with a defi- 
cit. 


THE BOARD SHOULD only cut 


back the programs affecting the few- 
est number of people and having the 
least long-term effects, Gibbs said. 


Ann Koller of Inverness, another 


candidate for a 3-year seat, said in 
addition to the financial problems fac- 
ing Dist. 15, there are also problems 
of shifting populations, busing and 
school closings. 


Mrs. Roller said her main concern is 


that "every child has the opportunity 
for the best possible education com- 
mensurate with their ability." 


She said when budget cuts are 


made they should not be made at the 
expense of the quality of education for 
the district's children. 


IN A STATEMENT read to the au- 


dience. Patsy Kelly of Palatine, also 
running for a 3-year term, said her 
greatest concern is the budget prob- 
lem. 


"We have lived through the educa- 


tional spending pattern of more, 
more, more, and we have found that 
more money does not insure more 
quality in education." said Mrs. Kel- 
ly's statement. She was unable to at- 
tend the candidates' night. 


"We shall, in the future, have to be 


sure that every cent the district re- 
ceives goes toward quality in educa- 
tion, for we can no longer afford to 
scatter our shots, hoping that quantity 
will bring quality," Mrs, Kelly said. 


Norman Knappp of Palatine, a candi- 


date for one of the 3-year terms, said 
communications is the main problem 
facing the Dist. 15 board. 


KNAPP SAID IF elected, he would 


work to gain more citizen participa- 
tion in Dist.

Chicago spared in nationwide Teamsters' strike 


by IK,\ TONKIN 


The Chicago area apparently was spared a local 


Teamsters' strike today as truckers in Eastern cities 
begun to pull their rigs off the road, starting the first 
nationwide Teamsters strike in history. 


There were indications, however, that many drivers 


would continue to work under temporary agreements, 
including truckers in the Chicago area. 


Louis Peiek. representing Chicago Teamsters Local 


703. said Chicago-area leaders have been told to line up 
agreements with local employers. Another Chicago 
union official said he expected 80 per cent of the 40,000 
area truckers to work under interim agreements. 


A Teamsters official said drivers in Detroit, New 


York, and Columbus, Ohio, went on strike at I2;01 
a.m , Eastern time. There are 400,000 Teamsters affecl- 
ed by the negotiations. 


As the midnight deadline approached, national union 


leaders told local union officials to negotiate their own 
contracts or "shut 'em down at midnight.'1 


The union negotiators also offered the trucking in- 


dustry an interim three-vear contract offer. 


The proposed offer calls for a total of Si.75 in wage 


hikes during the next three years: three cents a mile 
allowances increase; and ,$17-a-week hike in health, wel- 
fare and pension contributions. 


THE TAKEMT-OR-LEAVE-IT deal ottered the Truck- 


ing Employers Inc. was simple; Sign the contract or 
face a strike at 12:01 a.m. today. Pickets were sched- 


uled to be up early this morning if the interim pact was 
not signed. 


The trucking industry's original offer was lo boost the 


ST. 18 to 87.33 hourly truckers' wage 85 cents during the 
next three years. In addition, over-the-road truckers 
were offered a two-cents hike to the present 18-cent- 
a-mile allowance limit during the next three years. 


The employers also originally offered an $ll-a-wcck 


increase in the current !j>44-a-week contribution to the 
health, welfare and pension fund.

It was 20 to 22 cents a gallon several 
jears ago iwithout taxi. Now we're 
paying 40 to 42 cents a gallon." 


The result in Peoria, Timmcrman 


said, will be a property lax rate in- 


crease of 14 or M'a cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation this year, which 
will allow the town's $19 million bud- 
get to be balanced. It also will allow 
a 7 per cent pay hike for the city's 
.100 employes. 


The situation is worse in towns that 


have been hit hard by unemployment 
because when people are out of work 
they buy fewer goods and their com- 
munities get less sales tax.

It's April Fool's Day. beloved holi- 


day of tricksters and practical jokers 
everywhere and the bane of all the 
gullible, trusting souls who inevitably 
become their victims. 


Nobody is quite sure how April 


fool's Day got started, but although 
this actual origins of the holiday are

obscure, there are several interesting 
theories. 


SOME SAY IT IS derived from an- 


cient New Year festivals celebrating 
the vernal equinox and the coming of 
spring — a time when even the capri- 
cious weather plays tricks. 


in most versions, France gets the 


credit (or the blame, depending on 
how you feel about it) for designating 
April! as "All Fools Day." 


Apparently, the day grew out of the 


confusion 
that was created 
when 


France adopted the Gregorian calen- 
dar in 1582. Up until that time, the 
New Year — traditionally a time for 
gift-giving and visiting friends — had 
ended April I The Gregorian calen- 
dar, however, moved the holiday back 
to its current date, Jan. 1. 


A few conservative Frenchmen, so 


the'story goes, refused to accept the 
new dale. Others, who were just more 
forgetful that stubborn, kept showing 
up at friends' houses at the wrong 
time by mistake. Anyway, they were 
all laughed at and called (guess what) 
April Fools. 


SOME TRIVIA experts trace the be- 


ginnings of the holiday back to Bibli- 
cal times, connecting it to an'incident 


in the story of Noah and the Ark, This 
version says the practice of sending 
friends on fool's errands started when 
Noah, wrongly thinking the flood had 
subsided- sent a dove out from the 
Ark on a futile search for land. 


Another religious explanation asso- 


ciates the origin of fool's errands with 
tricks played on Christ by his foes to 
mock Him. 


Still another version has its roots in 


Medieval limes. According to this sto- 
ry, Ihe holiday can be traced to a 
lime when insane asylum patients 
were released for a few hours each 
year on the first day of April. Cruel 
crowds reportedly goaded the patients 
into doing things that were impossible 
for them and then laughed while the 
poor patients struggled. 


Whatever the real story is, April 


Fool's Day has evolved into a day uf 
impostors and absurdity relished by 
pranksters around the world. 


In Scotland, the first of April is the 


time for "hunting the gowk" or cuck- 
oo, the symbol of fools throughout Eu- 
rope geperally.

called a Poisson d'Avril or April Fish, 
meaning one who has been easily 
caught in an April Fool's Day joke.

Simpson of the parish, who also is the 
fire department chaplain, to act in the 
show as one of the calypso dancers. 


"WE ARE ALL amateurs — house- 


wives, city officials, young people in 
the community and guys who do other 
things for a living and get together to 
put on the festival," Loesch said. 


"I think it's one of the greatest 


things that happened to St. Colette's," 
James Niesen said. Niesen, also a for- 
mer room chairman, talked about 
how the festival idea began three 
years ago. 


"I was on the school board and a 


member of the finance committee 
when we decided the parish needed 
extra money. We asked people for 
fund-raising ideas and that's how the 
festival got its start," Niesen said. 


"IT'S BROUGHT the parish money. 


Last year's festival netted the parish 
about $20,000 in funds. The money 
goes into a general fund to help de- 
fray expenses of operating the school 
or any other expense money is needed 
for. But I think at this point that the 
best result of the festival is the fact 
that it makes us all work together," 
he added. 


As this year's preparation for the 


festival go into final dress rehearsal, 
over-all festival chairmen Tony Tar- 
chynski and Ron Weber hope for even 
a greater money maker. 


They say the festival already has 


succeeded in its other goal — that of 
bringing the community together. 


Teachers to mull 6no pact-no work'

Elementary school teachers who 


are members of the North Suburban 
Unified Bargaining Council (NSUBC) 
will meet Wednesday to complete a 
platform for teacher contract bargain- 
ing which may include teachers refus- 
ing to begin school In September if 
their contracts have not been settled. 


The bargaining coalition, associated 


with the statewide Illinois Education 
Assoc.. represents about 2,400 teach- 
ers in 13 north suburban districts. 


Northwest suburban affiliates in- 


clude unions in Prospect Heights Dist. 
23. River Trails Dist. 26, Mount Pros- 
pect Dist. 57. Elk Grove Township 
Dist. 59 and the Northwest Suburban 
Special Education Organization. The 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 union 
will consider membership Friday. 


CLAIRE HYMAN, NSUBC chair- 


man, said the members will vote on a 
proposition of "no contract — no 
work," meaning that teachers whose 
contracts are not settled by Septem- 
ber would refuse to begin the school 
year until they have a contract. 


Teachers beginning the school year 


without a contract has not been un- 
common in the Northwest suburbs, 
though bargaining usually begins in 
February or March. 


Of the member districts, Dist. 23 


settled in October; Dist. 26 signed its 
rnntract in December; Dist. 57 settled 
in September after school began; and 
Dist. 
59 
reached 
an 
Hth-hour 


agreement the day before school 
started. NSSEO is bargaining for its 
first contract this year. Dist. 21 did 
not settle until after school began in 
September. 


Members will vote on other plat- 


form positions including negotiated 
procedures for reducing staff that pro- 
vide seniority for tenure teachers, due 
process for nontenure teachers and 
adequate rehlring procedure; cost-of- 


living raises; 


Parity, or raising elementary teach- 


ers' pay to the level of high school 
teachers; a master contract in every 
district; a negotiated early retirement 
plan; and negotiating only one-year 
contracts with a common expiration 
date for all NSUBC members. 


METHODS FOR REDUCING teach- 


ing staffs have been of particular con- 
cern to teachers this year because of 
declining enrollment and grim finan- 
cial pictures. 


Ms. Hyman said part of the "no 


contract — no work" proposal is 
that all unions that plan to go on 
strike should go together and that 
none would return to work until they 
all do. 


However, the member unions will 


not automatically be committed to 
striking if their contracts are not 
signed by the first day of school, Ms. 


Hyman said. "Each local will make 
that decision on its own, but the point 
is that if they do decide to strike, they 
will all go together," she said. 


Ms. Hyman said if the goals are 


passed, the member unions will be 
committed to working toward them. If 
they do not meet all the goals, they 
will have to get authorization from 
the NSUBC before they can sign their 
contracts. 


All of the Northwest suburban mem- 


ber districts have contracts which ex< 
pire this year and will be negotiating 
for next year. Dist. 21 has a two-year 
contract. 


THE BARGAINING coalition was 


formed last spring to sel collective 
bargaining goals for the 
member 


unions and to research financial back- 
grounds of school districts. 


The coalition will consider an "ac- 


tion program" for the coming year, 
including renewed investigation into 
property tax underassessments, ex- 
amining school district consolidation, 
and, improving teacher fringe bene- 
fits. 


Last year the coalition charged that 


more than $50 million in under 
assessments of 18 commercial proper- 
ties in the northern suburbs were rob- 
bing schools of $4 million in tax reve- 
nue. Ms. Hyman said County Tax As- 
sessor Thomas Tully refused to meet 
with the coalition.

3 agents appeal realty license ruling 


CUT OUT AD AND SAVE FOR FUTURE REFERENCE 


Three Palatine real estate agents 


have filed an appeal with the Illinois 
Real Estate Examining Committee 
following the committee's recent rec- 
ommendation that their licenses be 
revoked. 


E. T. Cunningham, attorney for 


Jolin and Loretta Olson and Clifford 
Kortas. said the appeal charges the 
committee's findings merely restated 
the charges in the original complaint 
filed against the three by the Illinois 
Dcpt. of Registration and Education. 


Cunningham said the appeal also 


says the committee did not give prop- 
er consideration to the evidence pre- 
sented by the defendants. 


IN ADDITION, the attorney said the 


committee regularly conferred with 
department of registration officials 
during the proceedings, which he safd 
nude the procedure somewhat one- 
bided naainst the brokers. 


Cunningham said the appeal also 


states that a majority of the evidence 
presented by the department of regis- 
tration was hearsay from witnesses. 


The Olsons and Korats, agents for 


the Olsons' company Vacation Sites 
Inc.. Hoffman Estates, were charged 
with deception in connection with land 
trade deals in which nearly 100 Chi- 
cago area customers traded their Illi- 
nois recreational property as a down- 
payment for land in Wisconsin. 


The department of registration and 


witnesses for the department said cus- 
tomers who traded their Illinois land 
remained liable for mortgage pay- 
ments on both sides after the trades. 


The committee found the three in

Chicago spared in nationwide Teamsters' strike 


by LEA TONKIN 


The Chicago area apparently was spared a local 


Teamsters' strike today as truckers in Eastern cities 
began to pull their rigs off the road, starting the first 
nationwide Teamsters strike in history. 


There were Indications, however, that many drivers 


would continue to work under temporary agreements, 
including truckers in the Chicago area. 


Louis Peick, .representing Chicago Teamsters Local 


70S, 
said Chicago-area leaders have been told to line up 


agreements with local employers. Another Chicago 
union official said he expected 80 per cent of the 40,000 
area truckers to work under interim agreements. 


A Teamsters official said drivers in Detroit, New 


York, and Columbus, Ohio, went on strike at 12:01 
a.m., Eastern time. There are 400,000 Teamsters affect- 
ed by the negotiations. 


As the midnight deadline approached, national union 


leaders told local union officials to negotiate their own 
contracts or "shut 'em down at midnight." 


The union negotiators also offered the trucking in- 


dustry an interim three-year contract offer. 


The proposed offer calls for a total of $1.75 in wage 


hikes during the next three years; three cents a mile 
allowances increase; and $17-a-week hike in health, wel- 
fare and pension contributions. 


THE TAKE-IT-OR-LEAVE-IT deal offered the Truck- 


ing Employers Inc. was simple: Sign the contract or 
face a strike at 12:01 a.m. today. Pickets were sched- 


uled to be up early this morning if the interim pact was 
not signed. 


The trucking industry's original offer was to boost the 


$7.13 to $7.33 hourly truckers' wage 85 cents during the 
next three years. In addition, over-the-road truckers 
were offered a two-cents hike to the present 18-cent- 
a-mile allowance limit during the next three years. " 


The employers also originally offered an $ll-a-week 


increase in the current $44-a-week contribution to the 
health, welfare and pension fund. 


Labor Sec. W. J. Usery was sitting in on marathon 


negotiating sessions between the Teamsters and the 
trucking industry at the Arlington Park Hilton Hotel in 
Arlington Heights. 
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The 
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400,000 drivers and warehousemen across the country 
faded as the time grew shorter. 


A Teamsters' strike — the first nationwide walkout 


by the giant union yet— could have a crippling effect on 
many segments of the nation's sputtering economy. The 
Teamsters involved haul 60 per cent of the nation's 
manufactured goods. 


Even if a last-minute agreement were reached, there 


were calls for wildcat walkouts. 


Teamster officials from Pennsylvania and Oklahoma 


said locals were being advised throughout the nation to 
seek a local settlement with their individual employers 
outside the master agreement. Teamsters terms were 
to remain intact. 


THE OKLAHOMA OFFICIAL said he was instructing

Communities 
scrambling 
for money

Northwest suburban communities 


and municipalities throughout Illinois 
are facing hard times, a situation 
which is affecting everything from 
street sweeping to possible increases 
in property taxes. 


Locally, governmental leaders are 


tightening the belt on spending — 
eliminating some programs, rejecting 
requests for personnel Increases and 
limiting wage increases to about 6 per 
cent, in most cases. 


It is not a crisis, but it is becoming 


increasingly difficult for revenue to 
keep up with the spiraling costs of op- 
erations, finance directors say. 


The common objective in the new 


fiscal year Is to provide existing ser- 
vices without an increase in costs. Fi- 
nancial worry and penny-pinching is 
evident throughout the state. 


"WE'RE JUST having a hell of a 


time keeping up," said Peoria Assist- 
an' City Mgr. A. Fred Timmerman. 


"For example, we buy something 


like 500.000 gallons of gasoline a year. 
It was 20 to 22 cents a gallon several 
years ago (without tax). Now we're 
paying 40 to 42 cents a gallon." 


The result in Peoria, Timmerman 


said, will be a property tax rate in- 


crease of 14 or 14Vz cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation this year, which 
will allow the town's $19 million bud- 
get to be balanced. It also will allow 
a 7 per cent pay hike for the city's 
800 employes. 


The situation is worse in towns that 


have been hit hard by unemployment 
because when people are out of work 
they buy fewer goods and their com- 
munities get less sales tax. 


MOST NORTHWEST suburban com- 


munities have managed to balance 
their books this year, but Mount Pros- 
pect is facing a deficit of $400,000 and 
Elk Grove Village has been forced to 
make some large cuts in spending 
since last October when a deficit of 
$270,000 was projected. 


Mount Prospect Village Pres. Rob- 


ert D. Teichert Wednesday said it is 
"not a panic situation." 


"The problem is more severe in the 


minds of the people than it is in fact," 
he said. 


Tuesday night, the Mount Prospect 


Village Board voted to impose on resi- 
dents a $4 per month direct garbage 
collection charge. It is hoped the new

3 agents appeal realty license ruling 


Three Palatine real estate agents 


have filed an appeal with the Illinois 
Real Estate Examining Committee 
following the committee's recent rec- 
ommendation that their licenses be 
revoked. 


E. T. Cunningham, attorney for 


John and Loretta Olson and Clifford 
Kortas, said the appeal charges the 
committee's findings merely restated 
the charges in the original complaint 
filed against the three by the Illinois 
Dept. of Registration and Education. 


Cunningham said the appeal also 


says the committee did not give prop- 
er consideration to the evidence pre- 


sented by the defendants. 


IN ADDITION, the attorney said the 


committee regularly conferred with 
department of registration officials 
during the proceedings, which he said 
made the procedure somewhat one- 
sided against the brokers. 


Cunningham said the appeal also 


states that a majority of the evidence 
presented by the department of regis- 
tration was hearsay from witnesses. 


The Olsons and Korats, agents for 


the Olsons' company Vacation Sites 
Inc., Hoffman Estates, were charged 
'with deception in connection with land 
trade deals in which nearly 100 Chi- 


cago area customers traded their Illi- 
nois recreational property as a down- 
payment for land in Wisconsin. 


The department of registration and 


witnesses for the department said cus- 
tomers who traded their Illinois land 
remained liable for mortgage 
pay- 


ments on both sides after the trades. 


The committee found the three in 


violation of seven counts of the Real 
Estate Brokers and Salesman Licens- 
ing Act and recommended their li- 
censes be revoked.

Better taste the white stuff in the 


sugar bowl -before dumping a big 
spoonful 
in your morning 
coffee. 


Think twice about going through a 
week's worth of trash to find that 
lot- 


tery ticket a friend says is worth $1 
million. In fact, just to be safe, don't 
believe half of what anybody tells you 
all day today. 


It's April Fool's Day, 
beloved holi- 


day of tricksters and practical jokers 
everywhere and the bane of all the 
gullible, trusting souls who inevitably 
become their victims. 


Nobody is quite sure how April 


Foot's Day got started, but although 
the actual origins of the holiday are

obscure, there are several interesting 
theories. 


SOME SAY IT IS derived from an- 


cient New Year festivals celebrating 
the vernal equinox and the coming of 
spring — a time when even the capri- 
cious weather-plays tricks. 


In most versions, France gets the 


credit (or the blame, depending on 
how you feel about it) for designating 
April 1 as "All Fools Day." 


Apparently,'the'day grew'out of the 


confusion 
that was created 
when 


Prance adopted the Gregorian calen- 
dar in 1582. Up until that time, the 
New Year — traditionally a time for 
gift-giving and visiting friends — had 
ended April 1. The Gregorian calen- 
dar, however, moved the holiday back 
to its current date, Jan. 1. 


A few conservative Frenchmen, so 


the story goes, refused to accept the 
new date. Others, who were just more 
forgetful that stubborn, kept showing 
up at friends' houses at the wrong 
time by mistake. Anyway, they were 
all -laughed at and called (guess what) 
April Fools. 


SOME TRIVIA experts trace the be- 


ginnings of the holiday back to Bibli- 
cal times, connecting it to an incident 


in the story of Noah and the Ark. This 
version says the practice of sending 
friends on fool's errands started when 
Noah, wrongly thinking the flood had 
subsided, sent a dove out from the 
Ark on a futile search for land. 


Another religious explanation assq- 


ciates the origin of fool's errands with 
tricks played on Christ by his foes to 
mock Him. 


Still another version has its roots in 


Medieval times. According to this sto- 
ry, the holiday can be traced to a 
time when insane asylum patients 
.were released for a few hours each 
year on the first day of April. Cruel 
crowds reportedly goaded the'patients 
into doing things that were impossible 
for them and then laughed while the 
poor patients struggled. 


Whatever the real story is, April 


F.ool's Day has evolved into a day of 
impostors and absurdity relished by 
pranksters around the world. 


In Scotland, the first of April is the 


time for "hunting the gowk" or cuck- 
oo, the symbol of fools throughout Eu- 
rope generally. 


A Frenchman tricked by a friend is 


called a Poisson d'Avril or April Fish, 
meaning one who has been easily 
caught in an April Fool's Day joke. 
The day is also popular in Italy, 
Spain, Portugal, Sweden, Germany 
and Norway. The last two countries 
celebrate with hilarity on the last day 
as well as the first day of April. 


Of all the customs associated with 


April Fool's Day, Mexico has one of

the most unusual. South of the border, 
the day for fooling is Dec. 28. On that 
date, anyone clever enough to trick a 
friend into lending him one of his pos- 
sessions doesn't have to give it back.

much progress after split

Four pairs of hands answer a teach- 


er's question in sign language. Four 
sets of lips call out the accompanying 
word. Four deaf children learn 6 little 
more about getting along in a hearing 
world. 


The four are in a 13-student deaf 


education program sponsored by the 
Northwest Suburban Special Educa- 
t l o n Organization at Kensington 
School, 201 S. Evanston, Arlington 
Heights. 


A few miles away in Ridge School, 


650 Ridge Ave , Elk Grove Village, six 
other deaf children are equally busy, 
working just as hard toward the same 
goals, supervised by the same organi- 
zation, learning the same subjects. 


THE HIDGE DEAF children were 


classmates of those in Kensington un- 
til this year. The six were moved to a 
newly created program in Elk Grove 
Township Dist. 59 after a three-month 
controversy over serious inadequacies 
in the NSSEO program. 


Both schools are working to create 


programs to solve these problems. 


At Kensington, a new speech devel- 


opment teacher and principal have 
been hired. A program to teach the 
hearing children sign language has 
been expanded. 
•• 


Instead of the deaf children being 


segregated at lunch and recess, they 
are encouraged to join the other chil- 
dren Fifth graders are allowed to be 
patrol guards just like the hearing 
fifth graders. 


A GROUP HAS BEEN started so 


that parents of deaf children can dis- 
cuss their common problems. The 
Kensington PTA included the parent 
group In their activities 


"The speech development program 


has really improved," said parent Ca- 
rol Stark, echoing other parents. "I 
can tell the difference in my son. He's 
getting about Hi hours of speech de- 
velopment a week, where last year he 
was getting about 20 minutes." 


Many parents blamed the poor so- 


cial integration of the children on a 
lack of leadership from the former 
administration. The new principal, 
Richard Bennett, received nothing but 
praise from parents. 


MOST PARENTS said they are very 


pleased with the acceptance of their 
children this year by the hearing stu- 
dents. Other parents said there is 
progress only because there was no- 
where to go but up. 


Lorraine Kelly teaches sign lan- 


guage before school to 88 hearing chil- 
dren who come early because they 
want to learn It. 


OTHER PARENTS said the Ken- 


sington program has improved in 
some ways, but serious problems re- 
main. 


The deaf program as a whole has 


only six girls, and three of them are 
at Ridge Parents Mane Burks and 
Carol Engler said the split in the pro- 
gram has limited their daughters so- 
cially by limiting their girlfriends. 


Some parents say nothing has been 


Parents' revelations sparked split 


The deaf education program spon- 


sored by the Northwest Suburban Spe- 
cial Education Organization (NSSEO) 
split last summer after parents ex- 
posed serious inadequacies in the way 
it was operated and demanded it be 
removed from Arlington Heights Dist. 
25 


Parents of la of the 19 children In 


the program housed in Kensington 
School in Arlington Heights signed a 
petition last May to have the program 
removed. 


Charges levied by parents included: 


Inadequate speech development pro- 
gram, placement of emotionally dis- 
turbed children in deaf classes; lack 
of correlation between the elementary 


done about removing children who are 
both deaf and emotionally disturbed 
from the classroom. 


BENNETT SAID none of the deaf 


children have been diagnosed 
as 


emotionally disturbed, and he was not 
aware of any excessive disruption 
problems in the deaf classes. 


At Ridge, a whole new program was 


formed and is under NSSEO super- 
vision. Classroom teacher Marilyn 
Grodnan is assisted by one aide. A 
speech therapist works with the chil- 
dren every afternoon, and Ridge has 
its own learning disabilities teacher. 


The children eat lunch, have recess 


and gym class and be patrol guards 
with the hearing students. 


Ridge parents said they are very 


happy with the program and so far 
have no complaints. 


SOME PARENTS said their chil- 


dren's speech has improved not only 
because of the new speech therapist, 
but because their children's new in- 
volvement with the hearing students 
has motivated them to want to talk. 
' 


"Last year my son didn't even play 


with the hearing children at Kensing- 
ton, and this year at Ridge he's on the 
football team," said Nancy Ford, a 
leader in the fight to move the pro- 
gram. 


Carolyn Best said her daughter's 


speech has improved "100 per cent" 
this year and credits it to her daugh- 
ter's feeling of "total acceptance." 


"LAST YEAR my daughter said she 


hated school," Mrs. Best said. "This 
year she never complains " 


Parents said their children do not 


miss their Kensington classmates as 
much as they feared they would. 
Irene Flagg said her son never even 
mentions his old friends anymore 


Most of the Ridge parents remain 


bitter toward the Kensington program 
and insist their children will not go 
back to Kensington if the programs 
are ever reunited.

and junior high programs and a lack 
of social integration of the deaf at 
Kensington. 


NSSEO Director Edward McDonald 


said some of the parents' complaints 
were valid. 


McDonald recommended the pro- 


gram remain at Kensington because 
he said that changing the program's 
location would not solve its problems. 


When the NSSEO board voted to 


keep the program at Kensington, the 
Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 Board of 
Education decided to offer an alterna- 
tive deaf education program for the 
six deaf children within its bound- 
aries. 


said that he does not believe Dist. 59 
will be able to sustain a deaf educa- 
tion program after the five 10-year- 
olds now in the class move on to ju- 
nior high. 


"The prevalance of deaf children in 


that area (Dist. 59) now is extremely 
high," McDonald said. He noted that 
most of the children were born during 
the time when many pregnant women 
had German measles.

Elementary school teachers who 


are members of the North Suburban 
Unified Bargaining Council (NSUBC) 
will meet Wednesday to complete a 
platform for teacher contract bargain- 
Ing which may include teachers refus- 
ing to begin school in September if 
their contracts have not been settled. 


The bargaining coalition, associated 


with the statewide Illinois Education 
Assoc,, represents about 2,400 teach- 
ers in 15 north suburban districts. 


Northwest suburban affiliates in- 


clude unions in Prospect Heights Dlst. 
23. River Trails Dist. 26, Mount Pros- 
pect Dist. 57, Elk Grove Township 
Dist, 59 and the Northwest Suburban 
Special Education Organization. The 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 union 
will consider membership Friday. 


CLAIRE HYMAN, NSUBC chair- 


man, said the members will vote on a 
proposition of "no contract — no 
work," meaning that teachers whose 
contracts are not settled by Septem- 
ber would refuse to begin the school 
year until they have a contract. 


Teachers beginning the school year 


without a contract has not been un- 
common in the Northwest suburbs, 
though bargaining usually begins in 
February or March.

Auditors approved a $641,000 budget 
for the township highway department 
for fiscal year 1976-77. 


The budget is $114,000 higher than

Chicago spared in nationwide Teamsters' strike

The Chicago area apparently was spared a local 


Teamsters' strike today as truckers in Eastern cities 
began to pull their rigs off the road, starting the first 
nationwide Teamsters strike in history. 


There were indications, however, that many driveis 


would continue to work under temporary agreements, 
including truckers in the Chicago area. 


Louis Pelck. representing Chicago Teamsters Local 


703. said Chicago-area leaders have been told to line up 
agreements with local employers. Another Chicago 
union official said he expected BO per cent of the 40.000 
nrea truckers tn work under interim agreements. 


A Teamsters official said driUTY in Detroit, Vw 


York, and Columbus, Ohio, went on strike at 12:01 
a.m.. Eastern time. There are 400.000 Teamsters affect- 
ed by the negotiations. 


As the midnight deadline approached, national union 


leaders told local union officials to negotiate their own 
contracts or ''shut 'em clown at midnight." 


The union negotiators also offered the trucking in- 


rlustry an interim three-vear contract offer. 


The proposed offer calls (or a total of $1.75 in wage 


hikes during the next three years; three cents a mile 
allowances increase; and $17-a-week hike in health, wel- 
fare and pension contributions. 


THE TAKK-IT-OIM,EAVK-IT deal oflercd the Truck- 


ing Employers Inc. was simple: Sign the contract or 
face a strike at 12:01 a.m. today. Piekcls were sched- 


uled to be up early this morning if the interim pact was 
not signed. 


The trucking industry's original otfer was to boost the 


$7.1!) to S7 33 hourly truckers' wage 85 cents during the 
next three years. In addition, over-the-road truckers 
were offered a two-cents hike to the present IS-cent- 
a-mile allowance limit during the next three years. 


The employers also originally offered an $ll-a-woek 


increase in the current $44-a-week contribution to the 
health, welfare and pension fund. 


Labor Sec. W. J. Usery was sitting in on marathon 


negotiating sessions between the Teamsters and Ihe 
trucking industry at the Arlington Park Hilton Hotel in 
Arlington Heighls. 


HIGH HOPES FOR a settlement covering more than 


400,000 drivers and warehousemen across the country 
fueled as the time grew shorter. 


A Teamsters' strike — the first nationwide walkout 


by the giant union yet— could have a crippling effect on 
many segments of the nation's sputtering economy. The 
Teamsters involved haul 60 per cent of the nation's 
manufactured goods. 


Even if a last-minute agreement were reached, there 


were calls for wildcat walkouts. 


Teamster officials from Pennsylvania and Oklahoma 


said locals were being advised throughout the nation to 
seek a local settlement with their individual employers 
outside the master agreement. Teamsters terms' were 
to remain intact.

It's April Fool's Day. beloved holi- 


day of tricksters and practical jokers 
everywhere and the .bane of all the 
gullible, trusting souls who inevitably 
become their victims. 


Nobody is quite sure how April 


Fool's Day got started, but although

obscure, there are several interesting 
theories. 


SOME SAY IT IS derived from an- 


cient New Year festivals celebrating 
the vernal equinox and the coming of 
spring — a time when even the capri- 
cious weather plays tricks.

ginnings of the holiday back to Bibli- 
cal times, connecting it to an Incident 


in the story of Noah and the Ark. This 
version says the practice ol sending 
friends on fool's errands started when 
Noah, wrongly thinking the flood had 
subsided sent a dove out from the 
Ark on a futile search for land. 


Another religious explanation asso- 


ciates the origin of fool's errands with 
tricks played on Christ by his foes to 
mock Him 


Still another version has its roots in 


Medieval times. 'According to this sto- 
ry, the holiday can be traced to a 
time when insane asylum patients 
were released for a few hours each 
year on the first day of April. Cruel 
crowds reportedly goaded the patients 
into doing things that were impossible 
for them and then laughed while the 
poor patients struggled. 


Whatever the real story is. April 


Fool's Day has evolved into a day of 
impostors and absurdity relished by 
pranksters around the world. 


In Scotland, the first of April is the 


time for ''hunting the gowk" or cuck- 
oo, the symbol of fools throughout Eu- 
rope generally. 


A Frenchman tricked by a friend is 


called a Poisson d'Avril or April Fish, 
meaning one who has been easily 
caught in an April Fool's Day joke. 
The day is also popular in Italy, 
Spain. Portugal, Sweden, Germany 
and Norway. The last two countries 
celebrate with hilarity on the last day 
as well as the first day of April. 


Of all the customs associated with 


April Fool's Day, Mexico has one of 


the most unusual. South of the border, 
the day for fooling is Dec. 28. On that 
date, anyone clever enough to trick a 
friend into lending him one of his pos- 
sessions doesn't have to give it back.
